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BACKGROUND INFORMATION ON VVHITTAKER CHA?4^ERS 


The following investigation was conducted by SAS 
PRANCIS X. PLANT and THOMAS‘G, SPENCER, both of the New York Office; 

inasmuch as this investigation has disclosed efforts 
Y/ere being made on the part of the investigators for HISS to assail the 
character and reputation of CHAIBEfiS, it v/as deemed advisable during that 
portion of the interview dealing with his personal background to inquire 
as to whether he had ever been in a mental institution. During this 
portion of the questioning, he was asked whe'oher he had ever- been in such 
an institution and he replied, '<Einphatically no”. 

CHAMBPRS then explained that he believed that through 
the use of the name of LLbYD CiiNTOELL that he Y.-as being confused v/ith another 
former ”Time” Magazine employee by the name of ROBSIT CAOTV/EEL. This 
individual v/as described by CHAlffiHlS as being a friend of his and a fellov; 
traveler. To the best of Iris recollection, he has knoi.vn ROBHiT CANTI 1 VELL 
^ince about 1932 until the present time. He first met him through FRANKLIN 
SPIER. SPIER was known to CHAJiBEitS at the time that he v/as employed ' 

by the ”New Masses”. 

CH/dJiBERS indicated that in about 1933 or 193i/> ROBERT 
CANTVffiLL came to him and said that he had an opportunity to go v/ith "Time” 
Magazine as a book leviev/er. At that time, ROBERT CANTI’/ELL v/as already 
a v/ell knov/n novelist, having written a number of books including, "Laugh 
and Lie Dov/n" and "Land of Plenty". CHAMBERS stated that he recommended 
to CANTIVELL that he take this position, v/hich CANTWELL did. CANTiYELL 
held the position until CHAMBERS himself began to v/ork for "Time" Magazine, 
at v/hich time CHAMBERS,'took his place as book reviev/ef. 

CHAIffiERS indicated that when he broke with the Communist 
Party in 1938, He trusted ROBERT 'CANTWELL to the point where he was willing 
to provide him with his address. In turn, CANTWEUi gave him odd jobs, 
helped him and loaned him money. Du^ng this period, however, ROBERT 
CAt'JTY/ELL remained close to the Communist Party in spite of CHAMBERS 
severance from it, CH/d/SERS stated further that ROBERT CANTWELL maintained 
his Communist Party affiliations until the time of the Russian-German 
Pact. At just about that time, CANTIVELL was v/idting a series of articles 
for "Time” Magazine entitled, "Background of War". V/hen the above-mentioned 
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pact was signed, according to CaillBERS, CANT’.’/ELL v/rote a "humdinger” 
conce^ng v/hat had happened to Marxist‘s ideas. As a result of this 
article, the Communists employed at "Time" Magazine berated ROBERT 
CANTWELL ^ tensively. ' -- 

Shortly thereafter, ROBERT CANTl’/ELL suffered a bad 
nervous breakdov/n arid as a ^result of it he was confined to an institution 
n^ed Blporaingdale's, located in Tn/hite Plains, New York. CHAMBERS 
visited CANTl'fELL at this institution only once. After CANIY/ELL had been 
there for some period of* time j he v/as* allov/ed to take automobile rides 
Y/ith his .vdfe, BETSY CANTV/ELL, on Sundays, During the course of one 
of these rides, Mrs. CANTV/ELL took her husband av;ay and he, was never 
returned to this institution. 'v 

CIL'diiBERS stated further that r/hen ROBERT CANTWELL 
loft "Time"?ikigazine, that orgqnization settled a considerable amount of 
money on him. According to GELu'/IBERS, this v/as highly unusual and as far 
as ho knev; it had never been- done on any other occasion. CHi'dfflERS said * 
that he learned later that this money was used by ROBERT CANTIVELL and 
his vdfe, BETSY^ tq purchase a homo at Sherman, Connecticut,, where they 
presently live. 

After his removal by his wife -from the'^'institution, 

CANTV/ELL v/rote some book reviev/s for "Time" Magazine, forNvhich ho received 
appropilate renumeration, Hov/ever, these reviev/s eventually became so 
irrational that the magazine discontinued accepting anything vfurther from 
him,. CHilffiERS stated that he .has_^ not seen ROBERT CANTIVEL£ fof*- some time, 
hov/ever, CANTV/ELL telephonically communicated with him several months ago, 
at v/hich time CMT;'/ELL requested that CHAIffiERS endorse a note for-approximately 
^1000;-. CHi’JaBEHS advised CANTV/ELL that he would be willing to do this for 
him providing that hq was given further information concerning the details 
sur/rounding the loan; GH/iMBERS has not heard from CMTV/E^ since that time. 

Relative to his being ccnfiised with ROBERT CAV/TV/ELL, 

CHAMBERS said that he had no definite impression as to how this confusion 
came into being, ' He believed that some* of this mistake in identity might 
have originated through a person by the name >o f Y/ILLIAM or BlO^iSiLTON, 

He based, this impression upon the fact that ALGER HISS when^splalting“of:- 

the possibility of CHiiliBEiVS having been in-a mental institution while 
testifying before the House Un-A.nerican Activities. Co/nmittee had attributed 
his knowledge to BILL V,'ALTON. , ' , • 
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GHAiiiBERS described WALTON as a former "Time'* correspondent, 
vjho had been parachuted into Normandy vAth the American troops and had 
finally wound up in Prague, Czechoslovakia* ^Vhile in that country, he 
sent, in to "Time'* liagazine a thirteen page cable concerning the '*People*s 
Revolution" in Czechoslovakia^. CHAMBERS stated that he, CHAI-iBERS, as 
Foreign Nev/s ^itor refused to. print the material contained in the cable 
as he believed it v/as unsubstantiated and probably inaccurate. This refusal; 
on his part, v/as- more or less a .reflection on the Cable Division at '*Timei* 
Liagazine. CHAi/iBERS further stated that the majority of Communists employed 
at *'Time" I&gazine v^ere in- the Cable Division and by his refusal to print 
YfALTON'S material caused them to be very abusive in their remarks concerning 
CHAIffiatS. 


CHi\SJBEa(S stated that he has never met Blili ViALTON and 
has never discussed the subject of this cable vdth him* "Dpon Wn;T5ll*S 
return to the United States, CHAiuBStS believed that Y7ALT0N v/ont to v/6rk 
for the "New Republic'* Liagazine-* Hovrcver, returning to the apparent 
confusion existing between liOBERT Ci\NTWELL and CH;UIBERS, the latter 
conjectured that some of this confusion might be attributable to WALTON, 
who through his employment v/ith "Time** Magazine would have boon acquainted 
vriLth HOBBIT C/;NTit’»ELL and the fact that the latter had been in a mental 
institution. 


Relative to his ovm physical condition, CHiufBErtS 
indicated that he has never at any time been a patient or -confined in 
a mental institution. He admitted- that ho suffered several attacks., v/hich 
arc believed to have been heart attacks. He explained that sometime in 
19h2, HENRY LUCE as publisher of •"Time** Hagazine, decided that one editor 
should edit the fourteen departments usually located in the back of the 
magazine* This v;ork was formerly -handled by tv/6 editors, but LUCE decided 
■that it should be done by one man and subsequently picked. CH-ASERS for the 
job. 


CliALiBEilS stated that for several months he worked day 
and night and finally asked for- an assistant. He got one, who after 
working with CHAilBEnS for several months collapsed with thrombosis and was 
sick in an oxygen tent for approximately one year* About one month .af.ter 
the collapse of this assistant, CH.ArBERS himself became ill and his illness 
was diagnosed as angina pectoris* Dr. ELIZABETH REESE V/ILKINS in Westminster, 
Maryland, made this diagnosis and subsequently treated him* She instructed 
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him to stay in bed and to be as iramobilc as possible. 

CE4UBEHS stated that he'did^not follovrthc dbetor's 
advice to the letter In that he began td help his wife around the farm. 

As a^ result ho suffered another collapse and was then confined strictly 
to his bed for a period of several'months. During this period, he could 
not shave and could not saove at all. He v/as absent from »Time» Magazine 
for approximately nine months. CH/JiSEkS stated further that tov/ard the 
latter part of this illness, the-above-mentioned Dr. WELKINS took CHi*J>iBERS- 
to p Dr. BRIDGSiiN, who v/as connected with the John Hopkins Clinic and whose 
office v/as located on St. Paul Street near Eager Street in Baltimore. 
This^physicianjj .according to CHALIBErtS, **gave .him the v/orks'*. ,ne*v/as unable 
to find fhat CH.u.SEftS had any heart condition, .but he instructed ’him .that 
if ho returned to ’'•Time'* /jagazino that ho, the doctor, would give' CHW-iBERS 
five years to live. 

CE'dffiEKS said that he told HEMIY LUCE about this statenent 
and the la’J:.ter contacted Dr* v;ho told LUCE at that tiitie that he 

saw no reason why CH.l!ffiEftS coi^d not go back'to "Time" Magazine at once. 
CHfUiBEitS related further that he- then returned to work at "Time" tfegazine 
and took things easy. For about a year or so thereafter, he-still had 
palpitations and then they finally ceased. 

At abouit this time, he \vent back to his old routine 
of working day and night. Finally, sometime in 19i*$, CHl'JiBEHS became 
Foreign Nev/s Editor and. ho found an almost 100/S leftist crev/ v/orking 
in that department, .i,s a result, he often had to rev/rite that entire 
section of the magazine himself. Then, one morning when coming into* 

'/ork on' the Long Island Railroad, he'blacked out". This condition v/as 
*0 the attention of the Managing Editor of '.'Time" Magazine, a 
^.r«. ,LiTTHE>«S, and CH/w.lBSiS v/as then taken off the Foreign Nev/s Desk and 
put in a Special Projects Division, 

CH/J35EHS stated “that he has never had any further heart 
attacks v/hich required a doctor's care. He admitted that he*does occasionally 
get pains v/hich ho thinks -might be attributable to this condition. He 
indicated that he has also been thoroughly examined by a Dr. WALSH McDERliOTT 
at the New York Hospital £n New York City. He explained that Dr. HcDERMOTT 
is the husband-of the Head Researcher for "Life" Magazine; 
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According to CHAiiBEi^S, Dr, lIcDBtil'OTT treated him for 
a strep throat several years ago, at which time that condition confined 
CHAUBEltS to the Net/ York Hospital* During this period. Dr, McDEHHOTT 
li'kevriLso afforded CH.JaBEkiS a thorough exa»aination and was unable to find 
any cardiac condition. CE'ii.iBERS related that the- above-reported arc all 
of the physical examinations, -vvi-fch one exception, that ho could ever 
remember having received,. 

Y/ith reference to this exception, he said -that several 
years .ago .an'inc^vidual v/ho v;as frequently in the office of '‘Time** iiagazine 
.and who sold insurance to a number of the magazine's employees, told 
CEUiBErtS that he could secure life insurance for him, CESilBEilS said that 
he told this man that due to his heart condition he doubted considerably 
Y/hethor or not such insurance could* be obtained. However, this person .went 
ahead and .shortly thereafter, a doctor v/hose name CEu.lBSlS could not- 
remember, called at his office in "Time" Ikigazino and there gave him a 
perfunctory examination. CE’JBSRS stated that this Y/as the last he ever 
healed from the doctor or from, this representative. He presumed' that the 
subject of the sale of insurance to him was.dropped as a result of this 
exandnation. 

CHAiiB]®S indicated rath further reference to this 
latter physical examination that it had apparently come to the attention 
of the investigators for ALGEft HISS. It v/as his recollection that the 
subject of this examination had come up either in the pre-trial depositions 
or in the hearings before the House Cora.i)ittec and as a result, the attorneys 
for HISS had inquired of CH:'A3ISHS'' lav.yers as to the identity of this 
insurance firm,' said that .he could not recall the name of this 

firiii other than that it was located in Springfield, Massachusetts ► He 
promised that he T/ould determine its full title and advise intervievdng 
agents. 


HCwever, with further reference to HISS’ invostiga-bors, 
CEiMBOlS stated that- the information concerning this insurance company 
v;as given -fco HISS’ investigators and ho presumed that they contacted the 
company for information, 

CHAMBERS stated further that- he had no objection if 
Bureau agents contacted the above-named doctors to obtain from them full 
information as to his physical condition. 
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By teletype dated Febraary .17, 191^9^ the Nev/ York 
Office requested the New Haven Office tc ascertain the specific address 
of ROBERT. C/d'ITY/ELL and if possible, information concerning his present 
mental condition; By teletype dated February 18, 19it9, the Nev/' Haven 
Office advised that it v/as ascertained that CANTViELL lived in Sherman, 
Connecticut. This v/as a small tovm of four hundred persons, v/here no 
street addresses-were used. Ibwas pointed out that in view of CANTl’/EIiL*S 
knovm past mental history and considering the fact that Sherman, Connecticut, 
is an extremely small tovm inhabited by artists and professional people, 
it was not deemed advisable to make inquiry in the tovm concerning CANTYvELL'S 
mental condition since this information would immediately spread throughout 
the to;vn. No further action concerning the matter is being taken by the 
New Haven Office at this time. 

Tho' following investigation v/as conducted, by SA THOMAS 
P.' LYNCH at Tihite Plains, Nov/ York, on February 2k, 19h9i 

Investigation was conducted at the Yfestchester Division 
of the Nev/ York State Hospital, Yihite Plains, in an effort to obtain 
information as to the identity of ROBERT CANTY/ELL, ^\ho .had been a patient 
at this hospital', so as to determine whether CAIW’IELL v/as possibly 
identical v/ith Y,BITTMER CHAI>IBERS. 

Dr. .TH6?.i‘iS H/uULTON, Head of the /fen«s Division of the 
New York State Hospital, was contacted and v/hen he heard the name C.'iNTViTSLL. j 
mentioned ho advised that Dr» JAMES VuJJI,, Medical Director of the hospital, ' 
v/ould handle the inquiry since it had some connection v;ith the Hiss-Chambers 
matter* Dr. EU.IELTON had not been advised of the nature of the' inquiry 
.in any way by the intcrvievdng agent. 

Dr, JAMES. YiJJL, iiedical Directory v/as then introduced 
to the agent and predicated his remarks by stating that he thought it had 
already been understood by the F.B.I. that ROBERT C/iNT’.'iELL was not identical 
v/ith YIHITTAKEit CE'JJBERS, He stated that there have been inquiries in this 
regard from time to time and that some of the inquiries have been made 
by doctors and friends of ALGER HISS, who Y/ALL thought v/ere making the 
inquiries in behalf of HISS. 


He stated that ho v/anted to make a definite statement 
to the F.B.I. that ROBERT a'uNTl'iELL and wlilTTi'iKER CHAIiBEtiS were two separate 
individuals as far as he was concerned and that TiHITT.’JCER CEU-ffiERS had 
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never been a patient in the above hospital at any time. He stated that 
ROBSIT C.iNTViELLv v/ho \nxs there,tras and'possibly-still is associated vdth '‘Tine” 
Hagazine, nas a patient in the -hospital from liarch, 19ii2 until October, 

19li2, during which tiiae CANTViELL v?as receiving care for a mentdr disorder. 

He stated that ROBSET C/iNTi'/ELL v/as. a small, .thin, emaciated man, of the 
poetic type, and in .no stretch of .the imagination could be- confused vdth 
CH.uIBQitS, 'v/hosc pictures he had seen in the newspapers. ' ^ 

Tilien asked as to the address furnished by C/iNTi'/ELL at 
.the time ;hc was a patient, wALL-said that.it v/as in Now York City and 
he would .no“t furnish any .street .add^ss. wALL also mentioned the fact 
that he'knet'f CHAI-iBEfiS had vvorkod.for “Time'* liagazinc.^arid had used the 
last name of .cANriTELL at pne time and, thesrefore, friends of AI/jER HESS 
were' attempting to prove that CH/JiBERS v/as in the hospital under that 
name. Ho stated that this information v/as furnisl^d to.him by the Ifein 
Hospital in Now York City, to whom the original inquiries v/ere' made 
concerning* this matter. 
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HERBERT SOLOVf. ‘ACQUAINTANCE OF ?iHITTAKER CHAMBERS 


The foli.07d.ng investigation was conducted by SA JAMES R.. SKENNERS: 

" ^HERBERT SOIQVf. 32 East 9th Street, New York City, a member of the 
editorial staff of "Fortune” magazine, 350 Fifth Avenue, advised that he has 
been acquainted ^^th ’7HITTAKER. CHAMBERS when they attended Columbia Ifriiversity, 
from 1921 until. 1923j at which time, Mr. CHA?.ffiERS ceased attendance. ?«r. SO LOW 
said that since tHis original acquaintanceship, he had retained a passing friend¬ 
ship Y/ith Mr. CHAMBERS through the 1920's, v/hen he would occasionally meet him 
at various locations in New York City. It v;as pointed out by Mr, SOLOW that 
he never had any prearranged engagements Ydth Mr, CKi'J-ffiERS during this period 
and as an example, pointed -out the occasion he savr him in the public library, 

Y/here CHAfSBERS was employed for a brief period of time, SOLO}!/ added that he 
did not see CHAMBERS for a period of seyeral years prior to 1931) thereafter 
be"saw hSm on bT^e^ omaaions ■’oqT to '’935.- 

! ^ 

SOioW stated that he terminated his friendship v^ith CHAMBERS following 
a heated discussion concerning the French-Russian Treaty, v/hich SOLO’.T recalled 
was negotiated about 1935. He said that the discussion he had Yrith CHAMBERS 
on the above-mentioned sub;jQct left him vrilth the definite impression that CHAMBERS 
v/as unusually prp-Pussian in his observations; so much so, that he accused 
CHAI,!BERS of being “a cynical Stalinist.” At this time, SOIOW recalled, he told 
CHAJjBERS that it was not his desire to associate vdth him any further. 

Foilovdng the above-descidbed discussion, SOW'! said that he did not 
see CHAIffiERS again until, February of 1938, 'when CiLAMBERS voluntarily came to his 
apartment on Gay Street, Greenwich Village, Nevf York City, 

It may be pointed out at this time, that the residence maintained by 
SOLOW on Gay Street was directly opposite 17 Gay Street, vrhich CHAliBERS has 
stated to interviewing agents, Y,'as the location of a^Communisf Party-underground 
photographic studio in the early 1930's, which CH/:MBSRS had visited, 

SOLOW said that at the time CHAMBERS came to his. apartmen;^ he, SOLOYf, 
was v?riting a series of articles concerning thelr^RUBINS, with alia^^BINSON; 
et alj Passport Fraud Case", which was receiving^considerable publicity in the 
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Nev/ York ne.vspapors at the time. S0L0’-7 said that he had done considerable 
investigation in this matter and. as a free-lance v/riter had prepared a series 
of articles setting forth the Communist phases' o.f the investigation. These 
articles, SOLO’7 said, v;ere sold to the "Ne';/ York Sun". /.Iso in focus at the 
time Y/as another investigation involving. JULIETTE^^POYNTZ, an alleged Communist, 

Y/ho suddenly disappeared. •SOLDI*' said that in viev.'^ of his participation in the 
RUBINS inquiry and the existence of the POYNTZ articles, CH/.l?BSBS had made 
inouiiy of him as to vjhether or not ho, CH/MBER3, vrould be mentioned in the 
Grand Jury hearings 'which had convened to hear ^^tnesses in these matters. 

. *DL0”’ stated that ’.vhen CIU:?tIBERS came to his apartment, be appeared 
to be very nervous and because of their past acquainta.nce, 'which ended in 
expressed disagreement on SOLOTi’S part, both were cautious in their observa¬ 
tions to each other. . ' 

SOLOV.' also recalled that CIL'.!$ERS made the specific inquiry of 
5010*7 as to";/hether'he knev/, from his information, v/hether or not CJ.i/lffiERS*^ name 
Y/ould bo introduced to the Grand Jury because CH/.MBSRS felt that SOIOYf v/as avJare 
of his Communist Party underground activity. 

SOIO'T stated that one of the individuals prominently mentioned in the 
Grand Jury hearings concerning JULIETTE TOYNTZ v/as CARI^k fRES CA. v/hom CH/.IffiERS 
knew ‘was a close friend of SOIDVf. ’ • 

The real import of .CE'iHBERS' visit did -hot become kno\vn to SOIO'M 
until six months later, when CR.';MBEPS again visited SOIOW and advised him of 
his proposed break v/ith the Communist Party,- /t that time, SOlOvI said CK/MBERS 
rel.ated to SOLO'^T in a general v/ay, his cbmmpnist Party underground activities 
and asked SOLO’Y for has assistance. Following a lengthy ^discussion, BOIOV/ 
said'that he advised CHilJBEBS that the first thing he .should cib is to make a 
complete and detailed history of his activity with the Communist Party and 
upon its completion, lot the Communist leaders loiov/ of the existence of .such a # 
document prior to advising them he '//as. severing connections with the Party, • 

*- .5010*7, in emphasizing the importance of CH/iJBERS* writing his story 
in detail, reminded CH3®ERS of the incident involving IGN/.TZ REISS, a 
Communist Party functionary in S'witzerland, SOlOW told CH/JiBERS that RSESS 
made the mistake of discussing his proposed break v/ith the -Cc^mi'st Party vriLth 
a party friend and in tv/enty-four, hours, REISS, v/as found dead, -SOIOYf said he 
gave CH'HBERS the book entitled,.

According to SOLO'7, CH/JiBERS expressed a, strong desi^ to give his 
story of Communist Party underground activities to a responsible individual 
in ’'iashirigton, D.C., who cou^d take the pix)per action. In this regard, SOIO'T 
took CHMffiERS to see CARLO TRESCA , at the Tatter’s home in Brooklyn, New ?ork, 
and he agreed to assist in attempting to locate the proper official in 'Yashington, 
O.C, SOLO’? said that the reason ’he took CE%I.ffiEP5 to see TRESCA vras because he 
felt he had the necessary contacts to make the arrangements previously agareed 
upon, vSOLO'T said that after the original meeting vrilth TRESCA, a considerable 
period of time amounting to about six months passed and TRESCA had not pipduced 
any individual who coiiT d handle liho -matter. 

fbout this time, it v/as SOIfF/’S recolT.action, he had become avrare of 
the vrritings and activity nf ISAAC T)QN LS\TNS. SOIO'J felt that in view of 
LEVINE'S activity and inquiries he had'made into, the Communist situation, he 
might have the necessary source available to hinf, ,CH/11BERS agreed vdth SOIO’V’S 
prooosal to visit wd-th LEVINS and to generally outline his story to him, SOLOYf 
pointed out, hov;over, that it was CE'ilSBERS' request that his identity be protected 
in their discussions *,vith LEVINE and for this purpose, CEMffiERS was introduced 
to LEVINE by SOLO’Y under the name of ”C.*EL". 

SOLO’Y stated’that the original meeting with LEVINE and CR'ilBERS took 
place in a tea-room located at about 64 th Street and ’’Madison Avenue, N©-/^ York 
-City, in December of 193S. Subsequent meetings vrere held during the first 
three months of 1939-at other locations including LEVINE'S mid-Manhattan 
apartment. It v;as S 0 I/)' 7 'S recollection that, during this period, when discussions 
were being held v?ith LEVINE, CEA''BERS obtained a oositaon mth "TIVE" 
magazine. Shortly after CH.'JiBERS yront to work at "TIME" magazine, SOIOYT stated, 
Mr. CHA!4BERS received a teT.ephone call from a party who asked for CHi'JBEBS and <* 

vfho identified himself as ISAi.C DON LEVINE. SOLO’l said that this vras the first 
time, to his knowledge, that OT'JMBERS' identity was knov/n to LEVINE and SOIOA’ 
expressed the opinion that this identification was the result of private inquiry 
on LEVINE'S part of ex-Coomunists in New York City, ^ 
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■ ' ^ -Shoftiy after LEVINE ascertained the identity of OL'UBERS, SOLOV/ stated, 

he vms abruptly dropped from the discussions, 7^hich at-that time, had taken place 
over a period of approximately four months. SOLOw said that follo', 7 ing this dis¬ 
closure of CR’.MBSRS' identity, circumstances of vrhich vrere unknovm to SOLO'.? at 
the time, he saw CH’liBERS several times at magazine, when he vras contact¬ 

ing other ■indi\'iduals. ;t no time, SOLO’.T said, was there any attempt on his 
.part to ascertain from CfL'JIBERS why he had been dropped from the' previously 
mentioned discussions. 

S0If)V/ advised that it was his honest opinion that the reason he v;as 
dropped from the discussions was the fact that both he and LEVINE v/ere newspaper 
men interested in similar work and LEVINE vranted exclusive information regarding 
the final disposition of CHAMBERS* story to the United States Government. SOLOVJ 
added that he never learned the complete reason for his being dropped from the 
discussions until he himself assumed a position ydth “TIMS** magazine in 1942. 

.^t. that time,' SOIOn said, he had a talk with CH'15BERS regarding LEVINE*S previously 
mentioned telephone ca'i,T to CHfl^BERS at '^TTJ/E** magazine and the details and 
subsequent transactions were explained by 0H.'i®ERS at that time. It was during 
this discussion that SOW': ascertained that the government officia,! CHiMffiERS was 
introduced to v/as Mr. fi, /?^!^ERLE, then attached to the State Department, 

SOW"! stated that v/hen CR'.J<>BERS originally told him his story, regarding 
his Communist 'Party underground work, he mentioned two names which SOLOYf vras 
able to' recall as having been mentioned in instant investigation. These names 
were J OHN. /}BT and LAUREMC^UGGAH. 

'Tith regard to JOHN ABT, SOIDVr recalled Ms having, inquired yoluntarily 
of CR'MBERS if ABT were associated with his underground, work. SOLOT/ said the 
reason he made this inquiry v;as that in 1936 SOW!! '.vas appointed to be an 
investigator for the .**M FOLLETTE Senate Sub-Comrnitteo on Civil Rights" and 
/.J3T was serving at the same time as General Counsel, SOLO'T said that v;hen he 
reported to v;ork, he found that his presence had raised objections from certain , 
unknovm sources at the time and SOW':: said he was convinced that, follovri.ng his 
retirement as an investigator tvro months later, A.ET was the individual responsible 
for his discontinuance because he did not like the anti-Communist articles and 
activity SQIGV/'had been identified vn.th in New York City. SOLO''.* added that when 
he did make inquiry of CH.AIfBSRS as to'./3T, CRAMBERS told him that he, ^iBT, was 
one of the leaders in the Communist underground movement in "Washington, D.C. 
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’ ^ ""Uth regard to yiURMCE BUGGTJW, -SOLOVr stated the reason he recalled 

jiis name v/as the fact that DUGG.'.N'S father vras a professor of ^LOVr at Columbia 
'University, -SOIO'? then made the observation that when DUGGiTN committed suicide 
in Nevr York City in December of 1948, he took it upon himself to telephonically 
^dvised "TIME” magazine that if they v/ere interested in obtaining background 
information regarding DUGOi^'S alleged espionage activity, thej’" could contact 
^lEDDOTJr^ERTZ and GUSTxlV^UKLN. , ‘ 

S0IX)'7 said that in regard to HEDD.'. GUliPERTZ, it was bis recollection 
that he had beard some place that GUMPERTZ operated a ”spy social center" 
somewhere in Pennsylvania and that DUGGAN had either visited or vras attached to 
this "spy social center". SOIDV.' emphasized upon questioning that ho was unable 
to recall the source of, this remark, but was positive it ;iid‘ not emanate from 
any conversations he has recently had with ''IjHITT/KSR CH/i5EEfiS. SOW"' advised 
that after he gave this information to magazine, ho. learned that KSD^A 

GWSPERTZ* refused to make any statemcnts'to "TIME" correspondents because she had 
bt that time been served v/ith a- subpoena to appear before the Federal Grand Jury, 
in the Southern District of Ne'.v York, vbich 'was hearing the instant inquiry, 

SOIfr.7 was.unable to make any remarks regarding any knowledge ho had 
concerning the "spy social center", because he v/as unable to recall the source 
of his information in connection with the "spy social center".. 

’Tith reference to his remark concerning GUSTAVO DUR’.N, SOLOV/ said that 
the only reason he offered this lead to "TlJtS" correspondents was that he had 
hoard that DUR'.N -was attached to the State Department and v/as believed sympathetic 
tov/ard Communism. SOIO’7 stated that it v/as his understanding- that DUR/.N v/as 
confidential secretary to Ambassador SPEUILLE and in that capacity, was 

either under the direct employment of the State Department or Mr. BR'.DEN personally. 
SOLO”' felt that this, association might possibly produce sufficient information or 
loads v/hich v/ould assist in revealing DUGG-AN'S alleged* association vdth the 
espionage ring described by CHAMBERS. SOLO'.l emphasized} however, that CE'JiBERS 
has told him on several occasions that DUGGAN, to his Knowle'dge, did not parti¬ 
cipate in any work of the apparatus v/hich OHAliBERS v/as affiliated v/ith. 

It may be pointed out that DURAN, at the nresent time, is emo'^oyed by 
the hnited ''^ations, Lake ''•uccess, Lon? Ts^’and^ 'Vw "^ork. New York, 
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^0^'i was questioned regarding his trip to ''Tashington, D.C. in 1938 
vdth LISTQUj^!5?iK, former Communist, and a woman believed' by SOLOTi” to be a 
J^rSjJ^^ftCIf'nSLL.' The purpose of this trip, ^lO'V said, was to obtain State 
Department intercession for lirs. BLA.CK"/ELL’S husband, who was being detained in 
^Spain, v;here he v/as fighting for Loyalists. SOLOV; explained that OAK, prior 
to his break with the Communist Party, v^as a leader in the Spanish- Civil ’Var 
and '«as a representative of the Communist section in the ’United States.

SOI/)V/__ recalled that during this trip which was t‘aken< by automobile, 
he desired to make arrangements to contact CHAISERS in Baltimore v/hile enroute 
back to Ney/ York for the purpose of bringing OAK and CHAJiBERS together because 
of their simultaneous defections vjith the Communist Party, SOLO'7 said thit he 
called CHA}flBERS at a number given to him by CHAiiBEIiS, in the event of an 
emergency, and made arrangements at that time to meet CHAMBERS at Haslinger's 
Restaurant, Baltimore, J^feryland, SOn)''? said he did not want this restaurant 
confused v/ith the Hasi.inger Restaurant located near the Pennsylvania Depot 
in dovm—town Baltimore* SOIO'7 could not recall whether or not ilfs-. BniCKVELL 
was present during the conversation at Haslinger's Restaurant,. but it was 
SOIOWS recollection that remarks made during this conversation vrere carefully 
couched. 

SOI0VI' recalls that CHAMBERS said he v:as highly nervous because he had 
bwken v/ith the Communist Party and v/as very cautious vath people he was meeting 
regaling their conversations in connection vAth his present activity, SOLOW 
■reca^Ted that CHAMBERS conveyed the impression to him"that he 7/as highly desirous 
of meeting people frequently, who v/ere friendly toward him, if for nothing else 
than to show that -he v/as still alive. SOLO"/’ recalled that nothing of significance 
transpired in this meeting between OAK, CE'''K!BEnS and. himself, 

Concerning '‘LGER KISS, SOIOw stated that he could not recall CH/iKBERS 
ever making any remarks about him follovAng his break \'Ath the Communist Party. 
SOIO'7 indicated, hov;ovcr, that he had heard from independent sources ,prior to 
the instant investigation that HISS T/as "queer politically" and in view of this 
7/as hot greatly surprised v/hen the present investigation originated involving 
KISS and CHAMBERS. 

SOLO'? stated that he was originally employed by "TIME" magazine In 
1942 and spent two years vAth the magazine, before' transferring to his present 
position at "FORTWE" magazine six years ago.

The follovdng investigation xias conducted Special Agents 
FRANCIS X. FIANT and THO^^^iS G. SFENCER. 

Reference^is made to the previous investigation conducted 
in this matter concerning V/ILIIAM EDUARD CRANEo Ry letter- dated February 24> 
1949, the Bureau and interested offices xiere advised of the following details 
developed as a result of interviev/s with TiKITTAKER CHAfffiERS, The infornation 
deals with situation related by CR/iNE (and set forth in quotation) in. his 
interview v/ith agents of the Los Angeles office and the explanation of 
CHAJIBERS and his recollection of each situation as it was propounded. 



1. ''Crc/.NE* stated he joined CP in San Francisco about 1932 and shortly 
thereafter was-singled out by -• Pop^^EOLHDFF viho took interest in 
him and then arranged for him to meet 'Don* whom he identified from 
photograph as ,^HN LOOMIS SKERJiAN. He also knew SHERi'AN 'fesJlIlIIKE', 
^ignXiH BLL and-^ J ^grr ":--- 


CHAlffiERS recalls that he knew SHERIi'.N both under the pseudonyms of 
and l'l.iIKE", He does not recall the pseudonyms of MITCHELL 
and "JACK", but he does re*call thait SIffiRMAN used any number of 
aliases. 


2. ^'SHERJO wanted OliANS to drop out of Party and do special work for 
organization called International Pi'ess Correspondence." 

Relative to the ^nternational Press CorrQ.<;pond9n^-6, states 

that the Russian name for this organization was>^/5^PREC0Rli", He 
described it as being the -vireekly nev/s editorial'of~tlsrT3bramnnist 
Internationale, In addition, he stated that "liiPRSGOIUi" published 
supplements v/hich would be devoted to a particuilar problem, for 
example, the Chinese situation when Chiang Kai-Shek came .into 
. power in that country, whenever Comintern Congresses v/ould neet, and 
at the time of*any international incidents of interest to the 
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Coininunist Party. 


The "DlPIffiCOPil"'T/as publisted in English, German, iPrench, and 
probably Russian. CHivlIBERS did not know if it was published in 
Moscot; but considered that it .was m^-re probably published in Berlin 
until the Nazis took- over* After that time it was published at 
Basle, Switzerland, iiccording to Iffi. CHi.MBE!iS, v/hen the, Comintern 
dissolved, the -'n, , He said that 

part of its function at that time v/as then taken over by the pub^— 
'cati on,y |;;ihr«-and the Tforking Class”, which v/as printed in the 
EnglisHianguage in Hoscov/. He considered it probable that this 
latter publication nay have been published in other languages. He 
stated that all the Comintern leaders v/rote for ''•DMiECORIl” and in 
the special supplements mentioned above the theses or decisions of 
the Communist International v/ere published over the signature of 
this body which was always v/ritten in the German equivalent of 
”EKKI".

3. '‘Introduction of CIv/t NE to^S HEI^l/iN took placeirao"FOLKOFF*^ home. 
T?hile CI:i.NE could-TTot recaHTOBKOW'.S pre^sence during SHEia'AN'S 
request that he do special v/ork, CW.NE states FOLKOFF must have 
knov/n the nature of special v/oric. CE/iNE and SHE12{/J^ came to Ix)s 
Angeles. CR/iNE'S first assignment v/ith SHElMtN'was to make survey 
of Japanese and Chinese population on Vfest Coast and he furnished 
v/ritten report to SHERI-kN', Another assignment v/as to teach English 

to a Japanese v/hom he knew only as 'JOE'.”

He stated that it T;as his recollection tlmt S HEra.O had's ome kind 
of “newspaper contact" on the V/est Coast* This 7;as protebly'in 
Los Lngeles* CH/IBEIJS recalled that SHEItti'iN did have certain 
ideas relative to the publishing of a newspaper and used to 
"ramble on about it." *

This Italian couple are mentioned later in referenced teletype 
and CHf»H3ERS* ansv;ers with reference to them will be sot, forth 
at that time, 

6* "/.fter publishing newspaper in L.L, three or four months SHEHli/iN 
said someone was after'him and that they would have toleave. By 
arrangement CIJ/.NE drove SHSiy/AN’S car to Uteh, probably Salt Lake 
City, where he picked up iSX, and and their daughter, 

and drove them to Kev; York, In Nev; ^8rk City SHEIU^'iN introduced 
CIu'JJE to BOB whom Cli/J^E identified from photograph as CHfJBEiiS," 

CH/JtBERS states that ClAI^’E is undoubtedly correct in stating that 
SHBIt}5fj.N introduced them in Nev; lork City in probably 1934* CH/lffiERS 
also recalls that this meeting took place in the Sloane House 
(Y1.!CA). It is his further recollecion that this was purely a 
social meeting of SHEiaO and v;as not an organization meeting, 

CH/,1®ERS commented to the effect that SHERIIftN v;as addicted 'to YMCAs 
and As a matter of fact v;hile in Japan v;on the Y1.{CA handball champion¬ 
ship. 


7* "CRANE remained in New York a month or so and then returned to San 
Francisco alone in SHERI v3iN*S car, SHERMAN returned to San 
Francisco a fev; months later and sailed for the Orient alone, 

• CIIAKE accompanied SHEW,IAN to the boat but .could not recall its name 
or the line, CRANE placed his trip to Nev;, York vdth SHEK.1ANS as 
duidng the longshoremen’s strike in San PVancisco which he recalled 
reading in the Nev; lork papers. 

It is CHA1»®ERS’ recollection at this time that shortly^ after bis 
meeting with CRiiNE the latter returned to the /Vest Coast and

8, “Shortly afte r SHBiaO saile d CRANE went to NYC where he worked 
for CHhlffiEIlS doing photographic work, CIJiiNE recalled that he made 
some trips back and forth across the country but could not recall 
the date or the reasons for the tip-ps, Ke remembered meeting 
CHaKBEliS in the San Francisco YKCi. by prearrangement and CffidiBENS 
v/as registered under the name of CiiNTlVELL,“' 

CH/J»iBExiS said that to the best of his recollectii n he next saw 
•CR/iNE in San Francisco at the time he, CHivJ!BBItS, tool^he money 
belt there under instructions of .the unknorm sub.iec tfplll* H e 
states that he met Cl-ANE at the Golden Gate YIICA where "he, 

CH/ilfflEIiS, was registered -under- the name of IIOYD CANTV/ELL, He 
states that Clii'.NE ctntacted him and he is therefore of the opinion, 
that some wprd must have been forwarded, to San Francisco whereby 
CR/iNE knev/ that he would be at the .Yl'Cii hotel at a particvilar time 
and under the name of nX)YD CANTTiELL, Ke added that to the best 
of his knov/ledge CluiNE did not know him previously as LLOYD 
CANTWELL , He recalls that he and CRf^NB irei; in the afternoon and.Hhat 
they then drove out in CRt‘iNE*S car to Golden Gate Park, They sat. around 
there for av/hile and talked and then had supper in the vicinity. 

CH'JSERS stated that he was quite sure tl:»t it v/as during their 
stay in the park and d-xaring supper that Clif-NE “filled him in on 

. FCLKDFF”, After, dark CI-illE dro-ro him to _F0LK0FF*S home wherehe, 

” GFAHBERS, turned the money bolt .over to either Cl^x^NE or FOLKOFF. 

,CH/-HBSP5 stated that it v/as during their conversation in the park 
and during dinner .that crudlE told him of FOLKOFF'S trip to Russia 
and the fact that FOLKOFF*3 daugh-ber had been a Comintern courier, 
CEUlBEIiS said he could not recall any trips.on the part of CIxiJJE 
bj»ck and forth across the country. He speculated that CRi,NS had 
been kepi in San Francisco on the instructions of the unknown 
subject, BILL, in connection v/ith SHEKJi/iN'S work in Tokyo. These 
trips referred to by C11/»NE may have been the result of this arrange¬ 
ment. 
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9. ”GH/J{BErcS delivered grey-black rubber mmey belt to CFANE for safe 
keeping andCR<Jffi kept it home and later delivered it back to 
CH/J<BEns in wew York City* He stated that he had not examined the 
contents of the money belt but recalled it being counted out on

C^-NE recalled ^FOLKQF F being with himself and CHiiMBEriS on one occa¬ 
sion during the time CHiJBERS in Sah IVancisco .to deliver the money 
belt but uncertain that FOLKOFF present when money belt changed hands, 
CiJiwKE recalled the.-amount as at least $2,000.'* 

. CH*JiBEIiS advised that CR/iNE>S statement that the money belt vas 

given to the latter for safe-keeping is not true, ife says that his 
specific recollection is that the money belt %vas turned over to 
either FOLKOFF or Clii^NE as stated above, 

ks to the amount of money which CFu-IffiEns brought to Sah Francisco 
he is of the definite opinion that it was much in excess of $2,00C 
as mentioned by CI<i»NE, He adds that he does not think that BILL 
wou3d have caused him to make such a trip with only this relatively 
small amount of money, 

Ls to C^'I^Bj!S jhaving tept this mv.ney belt and later returning it to 
CHiilffiERS in New York City, the latter at first stated that he did 
not believe this to have been the situation, Hovrever, after some 
reflection, he speculated that it was entirely possible that the. 
money had'been, originally sent to San Francisco to be used in con— 
••enaction iTith SHEKtfiN'S work in Japan. For some reason part of this 
mtney might have been returned by CR/.NE to New York City,, where it 
handed over to CH/J’BEIJS andJOD^ LIEBEIi who 
CH/iliBERS believes vrould be the unknovm Jewish man mentioned by 
CIJ.NE. It might be noted that it was through Mi.XBA UEBER that 
CH/iMBERS an d SHER?-'AN-a rrahged for the cover company, the American 
Features Syndicate, which was used- by SHEitffAN as a cover in his 
trip to Japan, LIEBER, according to CHfi}®ERS, was entirely 
cognizant of the true nature of this venture, 

10, ‘'^ile in New York and after SHEiaif.N had. left for tte Orient 
■Cr/.HS again met the Italian couple to whom he had been introduced 
in L.A, G14^NE states the Italian had no work to do and to keep 
them occupied CHAI5BERS had CRANE teach the" Italian * s wife

"photography. CIUJ^E taught her a little photography at the 
Italian's apartment at Staten Island or Greenwirfi^illage, 

GJl^*NE stated that the Italian v/as also known a^'^TE and he fought 
in the Spanish involution. He described the It^'iah as forty— 
twt> now, six feet, 190 pounds, ivell built, brovm eyes, brovm 
wavy hair, good looking, mechanic and ham radio 'operator and 
Italian %vy,officer in iVorld ’Tar I, The Italian's wife v/as 
of Spanish or Mexican descent. Cii<vNE last saw this Italian in 
Los Angeles aboixt 1940 at v/hich time the Italian.whs rSrtiarried 
and father of a new baby. cri/dlE stated that while in Nev; lork 
the Italian was not working for them though he and CH/diBEIiS had 
a fixed meeting v;ith the Italian once a month." 

Tilth reference to CI?/1!E’S meeting v;ith the Italian couple in 
New York City, GHfi.h?BEItS believed that this v/as probably the 
first time that CiiANE had seen these individuals since Los 
Angeles. Hov/ever, CIL’llBSIiS stated he had no idea as to v/hy 
this couple came to Nev/ York City from Los iingeles. He did 
not kni.w v/here they lived in New York City. He said that it 
v/as probable that CiiANE did teach them photography, but he 
does not believe that it v/as his, CHAl®EkS’, idea. He stated 
that he did not knov/ the Italian man well and did not know the 
letter's wife at all. He said that it is entirely possible 
tha t' CR/iNE ask ed him about teaching this couple photography and 
he might have stated tl’at it would be a. good idea. Hov/ever, he 
has no independent recollection of this. 

CHfJtBENS said that the physical description of the Italian man 
sounds rather familiar to him, particularly his height. He 
stated that the name, "PETE", v/ith reference to this Italian, 
did,not sound familiar to him. 

As to the .Spanish '’evolution mentioned, CHfil'BERS commented that 
he v/ould 1 ike to kn»)w just v/hat revolution was meant inasmuch 
as the only one of which he is aware occurred in 1937, 

He knew nothing v/ith regard to this individual's being an 
Italian ^'*aval Officer, He did state, however, that he had a 
vague recollection that this individual was a ham radio operator 
and a very vague recollection that his services were to be used 
in that capacity on the ’^st Coast, He stated that he v/as 
■unable to elaborate on this as it v/aswextremely hazy’in his 
mind and he was almost hesitant to make this observation. 
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As to the meeting, once a month, CHiJIBERS* -stated that it was 
barely possible that he, GH/J.5BEns, had any such arrangements* 

He suggested that it Vias possible that CiiaNE had such meetings 
but he, CHiJffiSI^S, -was certainly not present* 

11»^"CRANE r ecal led working v/ith CH»!1BERS in Nev/ York, T'-'ashington 
’^ahid”Baltimore but recalls doing photography in New ^ork and 
Baltimore only. He recalled one occasion in Baltimore v/here 
he photographed Treasury and S-tate Department documents every nigh-b 
f' r a week straight* This v/as done in someone ‘s apartment 
located upstairs, over an office, probably real esta-te office, in 
twe—dtory building near -brev/ery and in a residential district in 
central part of Baltimore, He did not knov/ the original source 
of these documents and stated that he has no recollection of ever 
meeting ALGER HISS." 

CWJLBEKS emphatically denies that CR/.KE ever did photographic 
v/ork for him in New York City, He states that it is entirely 
possible that C'‘ANE did one or two jobs in Baltimore and he 
certainly handled two or three assignments in i/ashingtdn, D.C, 
Relative to the occasion in Baltimore where ClANE states he 
photographed Treasury 'and S-bate Department documents every night 
for a v/eek straight, CH^-^©S^^S states that this in untrue. However, 
he comments to the effect tha-b if GR/.NE did any work in Baltimi.re, 
it could ha-ve 'oeen on Treasury and State Department documents. 

He continues that if cr««NE did v;ork in Baltimore on more than -one 
occasion such work might have been done in the same \.eek and thus 
leading GI»ANE to believe that he had worked for a week straight, 

Vfith reference to CliANE'S description of the,apartment in 
Baltimore, it v/ould seem indicate that he has reference to the 
apartment of one T/ILLI/il?7^?IfiGSL- on the corner of East 'Madison 
and Calvert Streets, However, CHAMBERS states he has no, recollec¬ 
tion of a brewery being in -bhat vicinity. He states further that 
since CR/*.NE is able to provide this description, it is entirely 
possible that he, CHi;MBSRS, did have ClcANE handle one or two 
photographic assignments here. He added that except for-CRriNE’S 
ability to supply this description be, CHLAHBERS, wuuld never be¬ 
lieve that he had been,there* 

It might be observed that C^ANE has made no reference to having 
done photographic v/ork in V/ashington, CH/JffiERS is absolutely 
positive that be had Oii(*NE do such work there j however, CH/dBERS 
does not knov/ where CViiNE lived in that city* It is reqvsested 
that the los Angeles Office inquire of ClANE as to where te lived 
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"traitors—it ■was decided CR/..NE should retxirn to the V/est Coast 
and get out of the work." ——— 

CH/.I©ERS s'tates that he does not recall ever having naade anj’’ such 
sta'tement to ClaJNE. Ke emphatically denies that he ever discusse'd 
his own contemplated break rdth the Communist ^arty ■with Clii-NE. 

He comments to the effec^t that Ciu-HE*S remarks sound as if they 
echo some comment on his, CHiUiBEiiS, part concerning the purge 
trials. ^ 

CHtJiBEIiS does not recall any details concerning CTuiNE'S departure’ 
but he s^tatesJ "I imagine that-BYKOV sent .him on /his way"* Ho 
. speculates that CiuiNE probably Went from Washington back to New 
York City. It is his reci>llection that Ci-ANE had departed for 
■iii--;^€^the rfest Coast prior to the time that he, CH/Jd3E!{Sr broke in 

April 1938. He does- not knov/ hov/ or exactly why the relationship 
vdth CIiANE was -terminated. The only reason for this termination 
that he can recall is "prf^bable dissatisfaction with him (ClOE)". 
CHAIBEI5S commented to .the effect that CIOE was "not the kind of 
an operator who y<.u v/ould want around." 

15* "CH/J©EliS told CH/vIIE that SHEI3/AN T/as living in Southern California 
and varned him to stay av/ay rromrSHEilVAN‘and he, CRANE, -ivould be 
all right, C-i!iNE stated tha t since -his return-to the 7.fest Coast 
he has had no connecti>;n v/hatever with Soviet espionage," 

.CK/.?IBBIiS states that it is entirely possible What he spoke; to 
CIiANE' relative to SHERJiIAM, but he does nut h ave any definite 
recullection of having instructed CWs-NE to stay avay from 
SHEia'iJI.

1. "CRANE inteindev/ed a|. ain February '8 and sta-bed in about 1932 he 

met NAiitji-.REJ^UTSLIUS, v/ho was attending University of California, 
at a CP meeting at Mill Valley, California,]^ September, 1934 when 
GUTELIUS enrolled in medical school at Berkeley she and CRiU'IE began 
living together in an apartment in Berkeley as man and v/ife and continued 
to do so during 1934-35 school term. CIiANE thought maybe he had 
money belt in his possession ■v/hile residing idth MAUGAIfflT in 
Berkeley, IThen CR/iNE returned to Nevf York to work fur CH/JffiSRS 
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in T/ashington and v/here he performed his photographic work in 
that city» It is considered possible that this description 
T/hich he has furnished in referenced teletype might apply to 
•a place in Washington, D,C* rather than in Baltimore as he 
has stated, 

12. “aside from this incident there v/as not much work and C1J»NE' 
stood by receiving occasi»/nal night calls for photographic . 
service." 

CH/JiBSIvS states that he does m<t recall ever making any “night 
calls for photographic service♦“ ^*e admits that there, probably 
was net much v/ork for CluJ'IB at that time. Ho sta,tos further 
that it is possible that he could have contacted CI'j.NB by tele¬ 
phone, but he does ni*t recall ever having done so, ^^t is his 
recollection that his contacts v/ith Cl’/iNB viere routine and v/ere 
pre-arranged. ’ 

13* “CVu.NE recalled having met a red-haired Russian known as P^E and 
has^recently read thafc'ClUJSBliS has identified this Russian as 
_ a colonel,. CI-ANE stated CH/iMBBRS introduced him to this man at 
a prearranged meeting believed to be in an Automat," 

CHAliBERS recalls that Colonel BORIS BYKOV, v/ho would be the red- 
haired Russian knov/n as referred to ty CliiiNE, brought 

CR/iKE and him together sometime early in 1937, He stated f urther 
that prior to this, meeting BYKOV had talked to him for sometime 
. concerning C1¥<.NE, It was CH/JiIBSRS* definite impression that BYKOV 
was more or less "fed up" v/ith CIUiKE and v/anted to get rid of him, 
CH/iMBERS is unable to recall just where this first meeting between 
CriiiME and him took place; hov/ever, it is also his recollection 
that CRivME came almost immediately thereafter to ’Washington, D.C, 

GH/diBEliS recalled that probably around 1935 Ciu.KE had been very 
busy 'and interested in literary activities,. Also at that time 
GuiNE associated with a left-wing (^Communist vnriter v/h’ose first 
name CH/.I-BERS thought was probabl^^VIOLi^", ^e said that Ciu^,NE 
Y/as also busy v/ith his mn affairs and Yvas trying to make his way 
as a legitimate news photographer, 

14, ".CRfillE stated in fall of 1937 CHiJIBBI'S told him that their work had 
fallen into the hands of the Nazis and that everyone seemed to be 
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"and' until leaving the 7/urk he lived T»-ith GI3T3LIUS v/ho v/as then 
attending Columbia University Ifedical School, They first lived 
in an apartment on Staten Island, then moved to Amsterday Street 
where had an. aparteent located catercomered from large play— 
ground'and swimming pool. For nearly tv/o years prior to end, of 

<><. 1937 CI/*IjS and GliTELIUS lived in aparianent at 112 Haven Avenue, 

New York City which .CIOE' rented under name 17, EDY/Aij^lLANEi" . 

stated thdt he did nyt recognize the name of Ji/.i'>GAl£ET 
GUTELIUS* Hovjever, he stated that he knew the girl vriLth whom 
CIl'lIE was then living and it v/as his recollection that her name 
v/as PEGGY., He also recalled that he'-had met her on only one 
occasion and this v/as .at BYKOV*S specific instructions in an 
attempt to .iron out their marital difficulties. CH/iMBEIlS also 
had a vague recollection that Cii/iNE had picked him up in 'a car 
and that, they .had then picked up *’PEGGY** and the thre'e -then went 
to a restaurant in Nev/ York- C,ity v3iere they tailed. CHAr*3ERS 
also .has a re.colle.cti.on that from his conversation with these 
tv/( people he came to the cvnclusion that they v.ere "physically 
malad;justed", ^ He stated that he had never at ar^ time visited 
in CRiJ*E'S place of residence in Nev/ York City.

According., to CHj-.J’BEItS, he has- no knov/ledge. of any social re— 
latii-nships between Cli/iNE, "PEGGY", and'Colonel BYKOV and the 
latter * Sy^ wife, It is also CK/JiBEilS* opinion that Cl^i^NE knew 
BYKOV a^PETBK" and .not "PETE".

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'•to clipping 0iI/*NE "was associated v/ith a newspaper syndicate in 
NYC, GUTBUUS presently remarried c.nd j31i/>NE~ does not kno?/ her-

It v/as GFiJffiEKS* recollection that cr:ilNE and "PEGGY** were married 
_ during all the time that they were in Nev/ York City,

relative to the newspaper syndicate, CHA.I®ERS stated that the 
only thing he could think of in this connection was -the American 
Features Syndicate;' hov/ever, i-b was not his recollection tha-b 
Cia.NE had ever been connected v/ith that organization in New York 
City, 

5. "CW.NE advised te received a Leica camera from JOHN IOO}\'IS 

in San Francisco and later gave this camera to CH/diEEiis in New Jf^k." 

CHAIiBERS* a'nsv^er to this v/&s '.*1 do not think so —r I*M’sure CIutNE 
had a leica, but -I am also quite sure that it v/as' his own property,’* 
It was alsc'CKAl'UlilRS:’ recollection that CliANE had a number of pieces 
of additiuna- camera equipment including a telescopic lens and 
flash equipment, CILT.?^EitS said that he had no remembrance whatsoever 
of CiJt'NE having given him a Leica camera, 

6., "CIJANE believes CHAMBEIiS later gave tte camera to-the ,wife of ’the 
Italian* to whom Ci'J.NE -gave lessons in photography. cr{i».NE believes 
this woman may still have this. leica camera." 

CHAMBERS said that the above statement in his opinion "is true but 
false". He explained this by stating that he, CHAJ’BSRS, did not 
gi-ve any camera to the -^talian v/erhan as he did not even .know- her. 
However, he states that perhapsCj{iJ^E^ gave the camera to this 
j Italian v:oman himself., * . 

7, "CE’-dBERS furnished CILiNE money v/ith v/hich CiW-IE pvurchased a Model 
G leica at COHEN’S Camera Exchange on Fulton Stree-b in NYC., This 
leica which has Serial No; 162673 C’JiNE. shill has in his possession. 
He believes he never used this camera for taking phi tographs of 
documents. CiANE uses the ^ica continuously as a means of liveli¬ 
hood doing dommercial photography," 

CHAHBEliS states that he does not belie-ve that he e-ver furnished 
CIi/JIE v/ith any money for the purchase of a camera. He suggests 
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that it is possible that BILL or Colonel BYKOV may have provided - 
the necessary funds* CHAMBERS believed that CRANE used his ov/n 
camera for photographing docments. He stated that CRANE must 
have used his own camera because CHA1,!BERS stated that he never 
supplied CRANE with ary other* He is equally sure that CRANE 
did^not retura any camera to him whe.' he, CRANE, left iTa^ington. 

^ D, C* CHAliBERS suggested, that it is entirely possible that ’' 
CRANE returned a camera to Colonel BYKOV without his, CHAJ^BERS' 
knowledge. ' 

8. '•CRANE ha!s now recalled that he also did some photographing of 
documents during one week in suraner of 1937 in iTashington, D* C, 
in apartment of a girl knovm to OlAL-BERS, that this girl vfoviLd 
be av/ay frcm the apartment ;vhile they »vere doing photographing 
, and he described this girl as‘being .large athletic type, five 
ten or eleven inches, one fifty pounds, .and dark haired. He re¬ 
called her apartment had been on 16th or 17th Street, N../'., one 
block or more'from Connecticut Avenue in .Va^ington, D. C," 

C’^BERS cla^s that he has absolutely no recollection of this 
st^l m </ashmgtoh, C* C* as described by CRANE* He further 
alleges that to the best of his-knov/ledge he never worked with 
ary girl in that city* 


9. "//hile working for CHAMBERS, CRAflE operated ^Crahe News Photo 
Service (or similar name) and had mail address at Minature 
C^era Club, George Washington Hotel* He used dark room of 
Miniature Camera Club to develop photos* He advised this work 
involved commercial photography was done with CHAMBERS' permis¬ 
sion, wasnot concerned with his illegal work, but merely to keep 
him occupied and as an additional source of income." 


This news photo service, CHAliBERS stated, would have been CRANE’S 
own j^rsonal venture. However, CHAMBERS, stated that he knew 
nothing of ary such organization* He says it is entirely possible 
that CRANE mentioned it to him at. the time and that he does recall 
that CRANE vvas trying’to break into the news photography game* 
CHAMBERS likewise knows nothing concerning the Miniature Camera 
Clubi He states that this venture on CRANE'S part was possibly 
done with his permission.

The conversations 
may have been v/ith Col. BYKOV and it v/as his impression that 
material was to be .expected from some of these people or that 
some of them wore considered as possible sources of material, 

CRANE said he was subsequently surprised to read anti-Soviet 
statements made by BERLE,” 

in answer to the aSove, CHAHBERS states: "I do not think that 
this statement is at\all true”-. He adds that he believes it to 
be very unlikely that Colonel BYKOV aovld have had ary such con¬ 
versation'vdth CRA^E, Ho suggests that it is not beyond "the 
realm of possibility” that BYKOV may have asked CRANE a s to v/hat 
he knew of these people, 

11, "CRANE also recalled vaguely that there v/as some Department of 
Justice transaction mentioned, but ho could furnish no further 
information,” 

CHAMBERS states that there v/as not any Department of Justice 
transaction to his knowledge. He added that the only contact he 
ever had in -ohe J.ustice Department was ALGER HISS and the latter 
was not in that Department at the time referred to by CRANE but 
rather was employed then in the State Department. 

12. "CRANE stated he knew PEYTO^CERR and wife in San Francisco and 
later in V/ashington, D. C, contacted KERRS several times on in¬ 
structions of either CHA[.IBERS or BYKOV to dcve.lop him or others 
through him as information sources. PEYTON KERR was economist 
and possibly onployed in either Agriculture or Labor Departments. 
CRANE stated KERRS had- a friend in State Department and’ CHj\MBERS 
had instructed CRAIJE to develop this friend as a source, CRANE 
cannot recall this person's name. He was to develop this man 
through attention to the man's wife, v/hom he described as five 
feet one or two inches, overweight for height, light brown hair, 
light, complexion, wore glasses. He could not describe the husband 
whom he met only once. CRANE stated he was unsuccessful in de¬ 
veloping the KERRS or KERRS' friend and that KERRS were in no v/ay 
involved in the illegal work.” 

CHAIiBERS does not -recall anyone by the name of PEYTON KERR. He 
does recall that CRANE had social contacts-in /fashington, D, C, 
and he admits that CRANE may possibly have mentioned PEYTON KERR 
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to him and suggested the possibility of using KERR, Further, 
C^IBERS admits that he may have even told CRANE to go ahead 
>vith tnis operation and see v/hat would develop. However, he 
added that if he did a?, it made no in 5 )ression on him and he 
has no independent recollection of anyone by the name of 
PEYTON KERR, 

13* **CRANE advised that Col. BYKOV was ^ rohably introduced by 

CHffliSBERS .5 - 5 (?) 'he, CRANE, kept prearranged meetings with 
BYKOV on the average of once or twice a month 

CHAMBERS claims that ho was introduced to CRANE by Colonel BYKOV. 

He does not know how often CRANE sa; BYKOV prior"to his, CH/iL{BERS‘, 
originally meeting CRANE. However, he states definitely that after 
CRANE'came to V/ashington, D. C« the latter would not have seen 
BYKOV, at least not as often as onco or twice a montn. 

14* “CRANE said he never really knew the reason for bis contacts v/ith 
BYKOV but that on occasions he deli\’ered money from BYKOV to 
CHAI.IBERS and sometimes when CHAI'BERS could not keep meetings -.Tith 
BYKOV, CHAIjBERS would send CRANE,'* 

According to CHA^^BERS, CiUJSS never delivered any money to him and 
he is positive that he <vould never have had CRAI'JS keep .any meetings 
with BYKOV in his stead. 

15 . "CRiV^JE cannot recall meeting BYKOV apywhere bub NYC." 

CHAliBERS says that this statement is probably true, He suggests 
that CRANE be questioned as to the technique of his, CRANE'S, 
meeting with BYKOV to see if the manner of meeting coincides with 
the technique followed during meetings between CHAt.'BERS and BYKOV, 
In this connection it might be stated that CHAr.IBERS would usually’ 
meet BYKOV in a movie theater and they would proceed from there 
by a circuitous route to some restaurant. During their trip arid 
while in the restaurant they would usually conduct whatever 
business they had to take up, 

16. “CRANE met BYKOV'S "wife only once as mentioned above v/hen GUTELIUS 
was also present. He described BYKOV'S wife as five feet six or 
seven inches, a little taller than BYKOV^ one twenty to'one thirty 
pounds,'dark complexion, blue-black hair, slender build, stunning 
looking, and of much happier disposition than BYKOV." 
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CHAMBERS stated that as he has mentioned heretofore he v/a's- not a— 
ivare of any social contacts between the CRANES and BYKOVS. 

17. “After. CRANE . 1 eft illegal work in'latter part i937 and while in 
San Francisco during spring, 1938, t HAMBERS wrote a letter stat¬ 
ing that all CRANE'S" 'work was wasted because it had gone into 
hands of their worst enemies.. To ClcANE this meant it had fallen 
into Nazi hands. CHAMBERS in letter stated he and PETE (BYKOV) 
'were marching hand in. hand into oblivion',"- 

CHAMBERS stated that he has absolutely no recollection of sending 
a letter containing this information or ever sending CRANE a 
letter at ary time, 

18. "CRANE recalled CHAi5BERS telling him. that ISAAC FOtKOFF on one 
occasion sold all his goods and went to Russia biitJ after being 
there' a short v/hile became very disgusted and had a difficult 
time getting back, into the US. CRANE also stated CHAIffiERS once 
told'him FOLKOFF was 'with the Secret. Police. CRANE said if 
FOLKOFF is still active he is still very much illegal." 

CHAliBERS stated that in connection v;ith the above-mentioned 
information, this is true but that CRANE apparently is mixed'up 
because this information concerning FOLKOFF*S trip to Russia, 
etc,, was told to CHAl.iBERS by CRrlNE rather than vice versa, 

19 . "CRaNE also recalled CHAMBERS tellir.g him the Soviets had used, 
members of the Irish A^my to obtain information in the US," 

CHA!-?BERS related that this is no doubt true. It might be noted 
that during interviews had with CHAI4BERS he has related in detail 
the situatiph in which the Soviets through their connectioris -with 
the Irish Republican Army were able to obtain infomnation regard¬ 
ing the construction of tanks used by the United States Arny.

Russian No. Two was about forty-five years or less, slightly shorter 
than Russian No. One, about one hundred ninety lbs«, rangy rSuild, 
also soft and flabby appearance, light brovm hair and fair complex¬ 
ion. CHAJ.5B3RS told CRANE that both Russians were card players and 
gamblers. CRANE’S impression was that they were "hangovers”’ from 
another group and v/erc being carried along for possible'future use. 

, CRAIIE was introduced to- Russian No, One in Central Park, NYC, and 
may have seen him on one other occasion. V/hen CRANE returned to 
NYC in 1935 to work with CHAMBERS Col. B}K6 v put CRANE in touch 
with Russian No. Tv/o.. At subsequent meetings, some of which v/ere 
in Philadelphia, Russian. No. Two delivered approx, a dozen military 
journals to CRANE who turned them over to. CIL'MDERS or BYKOV. CRANE 
paid No, Two one hundred dollars a month and sometimes gave him 
. .money for Number .One. It appears Russian No. Two may be identical 
with VLttDmiFOTSsfSVESHNIKOFF ...» 


CH/il/iBERS' related in ccsinection i-d-th the, above' information, CR^iNE 
is unquestionably mistaken as to his being put in tbuch v/ith 
Russian )f2 by 'BYKOV, It is .to be noted that fran information ob¬ 
tained from, CHAliBERS and the investigation of these, facts it can 
almost be categorically stated that CHAMBERS first met BYKOV in 
'about December of 1936 and further, that BYKOV in all probability 
did not arrive in the United Stotes until probably some few months • 
before that time. 

It is CHAMBERS’ recollection that CRANE informed him of the 
identity of VLADIMIR i)E SVESHNIKOFF and probably indicated that 
he was receiving information ftom this individual. However, 

CHAfJBERS has never met DE SVESHNIKOFF and has no definite idea as 
to the identity of Russian No, 1. It is to be noted, however, that 
from remarks nade by CH^IBERS and from, information available to this 
Office from otheiyRussian sources that .Russian No. l may be identi¬ 
cal v/ith JOHN J^MATWIN, v/ith alias jffiatveenko, 

CHAliBERS has no present .recollection of receiving ary military ' 
journals from CRANE and if CR/iNE.actually received this material, 
he in all probability turned it over to BYKOV directly. It would 
appear ttet CRANE v/as more closely astociated with BYKOV in this 
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espionage apparatus than he was v/ith CHS/iBERS and although he 
definitely knev/ CHAiaBERS, CFtvNE may viiwittingly be attributing a 
great deal of information as coming from CHAMBERS v/hen as a 
matter of fact BYKOV was the source of these data. 

CHAIABERS has no present recollection of any payments being nade 
to Russian Number 1 for himself or tc Russian #1 for Russian 
#2. As to these tv/o Russians being “hangovers'* from, previous 
apparatus CHAi5BERS* orily remark was that this sounded reasonable 
although he has no definite infomation concerning j.t. He further 
related that he has no i^collection of any such meeting in Central 
Park as mentioned above. 

2. ^Shortly before sailing for Orient in 1934 SHERAAN instructed 
CRANE to look up MORRIS aSB\ 0J in Bei’keley and raainta,In'contact 
v;ith him. CRiiNE does not recall exact purpose for contact with 
ASHiOd or receiving info, from him in Berkeley. SHERMiiN toid 
CRciNE that ^SBiO./ had joined CP in Berkeley but v/as immediately 
pulled out because he .vas supposed to be useful. Sometime after 
beginning work with GH/l'BERS in NYC CRiANE recalls going to Chicago 
and contacting ASW.Os? who v/as employed by Carnegie-Illinois Steel 
Gorp. and receiving a report from kS’BAO'fl concerning steel. There¬ 
after ASBlO/r nade about a dozen trips to NYC to turn info, to 
CRANE-. CRANE believes ASBiO'// cover name v/as possiblyysI^IABRY' • He 
feels sure-that he introduced AiSBJO/^ to CHAMBERS and fetates ASBiOVT 
knew' Col. BYKOV-because on some .occasions he would, take ASILlO/f to 
■BYKOV. CRaNE cannot recall any connection be.tween J . PETERS and 
ASmOiV. CRANE, knows of no illegal activity on part of ASBiOiV 
since he, CRANE, left NYC in late 1937. He states he learned 
welder's trade at ASBiO.'/'S factory. Central Metals Inc,, in Los 
Angel^'^in early, 1940. Until this time ASB^Off knew CRkNE only as 
PET^REEN." 

CHAI5BERS related that he has no present recollection of the in¬ 
cident wherein SHERiAN dnstmcted GREEN to contact ASBiOiT as a 
useful person. He likewise does not know anything about ASE.iON>S 
being a member of the Communist. Party and subsequently being 
pulled out of it, but volunteered that this would appear to be a 
logical and customry practice. CEu'BERS further related that 
CRANE told him about, his trip to Chicago and, ASB'.O.V'S association 
with the Carnegie-Illinois Steel Comnary in that city. It was 
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GHAl!BERS« belief that ASMO/7 was working directly for BYKOV 
and that although CR^NB on one occasion introduced ASIl£Oi'/' to 
CH/iliBSRS, this was done unquestionably vdthout BYKOV’S 
knowledge, CHiftiBERS recalls that CRANE on occasions told him. 
that kSMO.I made weekly trips to Ne'w York City from Chicago by 
airplane and that in all likelihood BYKOV met ASHiOr/ in New 
York City on these occasions, 

CHAblBERS is entirely unfamiliar with the pseudonym, HARRY, in 
relation to ASHiOVf, CHAiaBERS stated tVat insofar as he knew 
ASBIOV/ had no connection vfith J, PETERS, 

In ^mmary, all of CHAI£BERS'_ knowledge of ASIMOW came directly 
from CRiiNE and CHAliBERS has previously on several occasions in¬ 
formed Agents of this Office that CRANE had been in touch v/ith 
one iiSIMO'.’/ when the latter v/as at Berkeley, Californiay and 
later when he was a member of the Carnegie-Illinois Steel Company, 

3, "Rebufile 65-57913' entitled Unsub, v;as, Otto, Karl, who according 
to ROBERT, QORDOI^-VITZ, accompanied SHERMAN t o iTest Coast in Juno 
1932, returning uo NYC July or August 1932 and subsequently rer- 
portod seen in Berlin enroute to i£?iScow, CRiiNE advised that 
CILi.iBERS v/as known as 'KaRL' and^'OTTO’ and that he vaguely re¬ 
called CHrti.5BERS-may have visiteS[ SStTFrancisco with SHERiAN prior 
to his, CRiiNE’S, connection with SHERM^xN. He also recalled that 
CHiJiJBERS claimed to have done illegal work in Germany," 

CHAi3ERS related that he has no recollection of over having used 
the pseudonym "OTTO" and that he definitely only made one trip to 
San Francisco and that was at .the instructions of the unknown 
subject, BILL, and subsequent to 'bis ori^nal meeting with CRANE 
in New York City, 

Insofar as illegal work in Germany is concerned, ’CHAJ.iBERS stated 
that this definitely was not true. It is to be npted, however, 

-that CHiiKBERS spoke fluent German and on occasions palmed hdmself 
off as a German ai^ on. one occasion told LUD7/I^^RRE, a newspaper 
man in New York City who was closely .connected with the Soviets, 
that he had been in Germany, It is possible that (JIAi£BERS may have 
said this but according to CH/'llBERS’ present story and the 
investigation concerning his story', it does not appear that 
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CHAMBERS ever did any illegal work in that country. It is further 
noted, however, that in 1922 or 1923 CH/i^BERS'did make a trip to 
Europe arid actually visited, Germany, However, this was some years 
prior to his joining the Com|mnist Party in Ney/ York City,

service. CR/iNE stated SHEKWAir’eh’torod into this news service 
under name of CHARLES^ASE. He believes CHAl.iBERS told him 
SHERIAAN, as CHASE, had • arranged to sell-articles to an editor 
of American Mercury v/ho also had connection with New York 
paper, probably the Post,^^ CRANE unable to recall name, of nev/s

Information concerning the money belt and the poisibility of 
Paul being KAXRA LIEBER has been set forth-above. It is also 
to be no tea, of course, that the Bureau ha s secured from the 
State Department a photos^tic copy of a passport application 
filed by CH 21 RLES FRANC3S^^H.“SE in September 1934 shovdLng the 
destination of CH/iSE as Jw^an, From the photograph and other 
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material appearing on this application, the CHASE in question is 
identical with JOHN LOOMIS SHERMAN. '

In connection with the mention of the "American Mercury" and the 
New York "Post"-, CHiAiBERS stated thr.t he now recalls that when 
SHEHuAN was in New York City and .arranging for this mission to 
Japan, SI^RLiAN and <'/HITTAKER CHAMBERS had supper one evening with 
CHARI^S^'IGOFF v/ho was on the staff of the "American Mercury". 

An application was made by either CHAliBERS or SIERtlAN to sell - 
some material that might be obtained in the Far East. ANGOFF 
appeared somewhat-wary and wanted to know th'e locale where this 
material would be. from. He was informed that a mission was going 
behind the lines in Manchuria and this apparently satisfied 
,ANGOFF -that the stories- would probably have some merit, ks a 
matter fact, ANGOFF gave SHERMAN, ’who was known to ANGOFF as 

, a_le tter which he could use in Japan that would 
fac^itate his travel somewhat. CHAMBERS stated that although 
nothing was said about this mission being i)erformed by Soviet 
agents, I'ANGOFF v/as alive for mary years"'. 

In connection with the New York "Post", CH/JfiBERS stated that 
. MiiX IIvI LIBBER was a very good friend of DAVKiii^RN of the New 
""lork "Post" and LIBBER went to him and jimde ^n agreement whereby 
certain news stories emanating from Japan were to be made 
available to the New York "Post". These articles, of course, 
emanated from SHERIdAN. According to CHAIhBERS, an tagreement was 
entered into between LIBBER and STERN whereby STERN 'was to pay 
a stipulated amount for these hews stories after they were de¬ 
livered. 

4.- "Rel^YCtel Feb, Hth requesting CRANE be questioned regarding 
.DAVID yERNQN,.ZI!,!MERMAN, -.was,- 7 —especially under name DAVID 
CiiRPENrER, CRaNE mentioned "that'-CiWiIBERS introduced him in NYC 
to one DaVE shortly after CRi^P arrived in NYC to .v/ork for 
CHAMBERS. CRaNE associated with DaVE for about one year and 
had several meetings with him at least one of v/hich occurred in 
Philadelphia, CRAP considered DAP to be a part of the apparatus 
but never understood his function in it. CRANE delivered en¬ 
velope believed to contain money-to DAVE on some occasions and 
may have delivered messages received from DAyE either to CHAJ.1BERS 
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"or Colonel BYKOV. CHi&iBERS told CR..KE that DAVE suggestad 
hL*nself naking a connection on a homosexual basis for the 
api>aratus with a Republican Senator from Maine named HALE and 
that CH/iMBERS turned this suggestion down. , CRANE described 
DAVE as approx, twenty-five years, five feet five in., one 
hundred tv;enty-five to one hundred thirty lbs«, dark hair and 
complexion, long thin hands, stooped posture, v/ore gray suits, 

Jewish, ’■feline appearance*, probably from tfashington or 
' Baltimore, CRANE did not recognize name DiiVID VERNON ZMiERiAN 
but said DaVE CARPENTER »had a ring to it* .'*'

CHAMBERS stated that he was very uncertain in his mind at this 
time as. to v/hether he ever introduced CRANE to CARPENTER. He 
related, hpwever, that the description of CARPENTER as given by 
C^NE generally fits the actual description of DAVID CARPENTER 
with the exception of the stooped, posture and he is'somewhat' 
doubtful about the *'foline appearance". He related, however, 
that as he has previously stated to Agents interviewing him, 

,his relationship with CARPENTER was not a pleasant one and that 
it v/as quite possible at one time he "put CRANE between CARPENTER 
and himself"' to obviate the necessity for seeing CARPENTER at 
too frequent intervals, ; 

In connection with the delivery of messages from DAVE to either 
CHAMBERS or Colonel BYKOV, ’CiL'lIBERS related that in all 
probability these messages did come from DkVE to CRANE to himself 
and subsequently he would deliver them to BYKOV, 

In connection v/ith the situation regarding the approaching of a 
Senator on a homosexual basis, 'he related that up to this time 
he had no recollection of this.incident. However, the mention 
of it by CRiiNE refreshed his recollection and he stated that as 
a matter of fact this v/as information that he had at one time 
probably told to CRkNE. According to CHAliBERS, while he was 
seeing DONALD HISS in Washington, Do C,, the latter on one 
occasion told him about a Senator, the name of wh-om he cannot 
presently recall, who had made homosexual advances to DONALD 
HISS, HISS in turn told CH/sMBERS about this and suggested the 
possibility of approaching the Senator, not necessarily by 
DONALb«gI^ himself, on homosexual basis in order to secure 
informatxbn, CHAJiBERS stated that he vetoed this suggestion 
• and nothing further was ever said or done about it. 
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5 . "CRANE advised .that in spring 1937 MORRIS ASMOU put him , 
in touch with ons^^HtJSTTIG, a German* aiaployed at large arms 
factory in Connecticut, believed to be Remington Arms Co«, 
v/hp v/as in position to obtain info, regarding automatic 
machinery for loading shells up to fifty calibre. CRANE 
stated CHiiMBERS was extremely interested and told him that 
two or three special missions to obtain this info* had been 
dispatched from Russia without success. CRANE stated ho 
turned HUETTIG over to Colonel BYKOV v/ho apparently in¬ 
structed HUETTIG. HUETTIG ^ihen began bringing huge batches 
of prints, flow charts, etc., to CR^.I'IE on weekends and 
holidays and CRANE turned this material over to CH/>MBERS or 
BYKOV, but most likely BYKOV," 

CIhU’BERS stated that the name, HUETTIG, is wholly unfamiliar 
to him and that he never received any such material a s_CRANE 
alleges HUETTIG furnished. CH/llBERS advised that in all 
probability HUETTIG did suppl.y infornmtion of this type but 
that if he did, the material was turned ever either by HUETTIG 
directly to BYKOV or to CRxiNE who in turn related this in¬ 
formation to BYKOV, 

In- connection with the automatic machinery for loading shells 
and the three Soviet missions to accomplish this purpose, 
CHiV'BERS related that* he has knowledge of only one such 
attempt on the part of* the Russians to obtain blue prints 
and other information regarding automatic shell loading 
machinery. 

As CHiUiB^RS'has previously related .to. Agdnts- interviewing him 
in late 1937 or early 1938 Dr. PHILH^SENBLIET, who was a 
close associate of mary Soviet' agents in New York City, re¬ 
turned to the United States from Moscov; and talked to CH/ViiBERS 
on one or two occasions. At this time ROSENBLIET informed* 
CHAMBERS that JOSEPH STALIN had become extremely upset over 
the lack of automatic loading machinery for shells and had 
requested that a mission be sent to the .United States to ob¬ 
tain the necessary blue prints and information so that this ' 
machinery could be built in Russia. According to ROSENBLIET, 
the latter 'was selected for this mission. Investigation 
conducted by this Office reflects, that ROSENBLIET is not in 
the United States at the present time and in all probability 
is in Russia,

At Barnard College, New York City, the v/riter obtained a 
photograph of LUCY KRAItER from the 1928 Barnard College Year Book. 

This photograph v/as shown to CHAl®ERS by SAS JCHN YfARD and 
F.X. PLANT. CH/ilffiBRS stated he did not recognize the picture, but doubted 
that LtXJY KRTiMER^/as' tik?-pi5Tsou ’xnvoived, ibi tnd‘T:*eardtjn' tha^ KRiifffiR' had a 
lengthy college and educational background, and the unknovm person, impressed 
him as having had very little education. 

Copies of LUCY KR/>.1.1ER*S photograph v/ere made and are being 
maintained as exhibits of this fiOa. The. original has been returned, 
to IIRS,.

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ALGER HISS - ALLEGES) SFPKiTi'JE ;M FOR COLESIHIST PARTY 


The Yfeshington Field Office transmitted-the information 
that RALPH DeSCTA of N ew york City v/as alleged to have stated he recalled 
meeting ALGER HISS at either a Communist Party meeting'or social gathering 
of Communist Party members in Baltimore in the early 1930's. Accordingly, 
the 'follovdng investigation was conducted: 

RALPH DE SOLA, residing at ^2 ’.Yest 8Uth Stree,t, New 
Yoric City, employed as Office Manager at (acrofilra-by-Microstat, i860 
Broadv;ay, New York City, v/as interviewed by SAS JAi.IES P. JIARTIN and ROBERT 
C. BLOUNTo He stated that he is unvdlling to testify in regard to the 
information as set out tereinafter inasmuch as any publicity regarding his 
testimony, hb';bhinks, would jeopardize his position with the above company. 

DE SOLA stated that he had been .a member of the Communist 
Party from at least 193> until sometime during 1938. He stated that he 
married a HELEN V/INNER during 1936, v/as married to her for several years, 
but has s'lncb^beeirrciivorced and re-married. He related that during the period 
he v/as a member of the Communist Party, HELEN'Y/INNER v/as also a member of the 
Communist Party. 


DE SOLA said that shortly after his marrj.age to HELEN 
WEMiEE, she had mentioned two friends named LENORE TKOLiAS and SALLY RINGS.— 
He recalled that his v/ifenentioned one timeHthat these tv/o giiis had come 
to visit her while HELEN and RALPH DE SOLA were residing at Jl;01 Yfest 21st 
Street, New York City.- He said that he did not see LENORE THOMAS or SALLY 
RINGS on that occasion, but that he does recall that late in the Fall of 
1936, LENORE TK0i£AS came to his home at ijOl b’est* 21st Street. On- that 
occasion, LENORE THOIiAS was introduced to RMPH DE SOLA by RALPH'S v/ife, 
HELEN. iULPH stated that his former wife, HELEN, v/as usually known as 
HELEN mmm. 


According to RALPH# LENORE THOI-iAS on the occasion of that 
visit told HELEN YtCN ;ER that she wanted HELEi'I >VI1WER to bring her to see 
"that man". HELEN hINNER then said to LENORE THOM/iS, "Do you mean .TQHN 
I^AVIS?". LESTORE said that this v/as the person she meant and HELE^ VflN ER 
therTreplied that she did not knov/ whether DAVIS v/as at the party headquarters, 
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on 12th Street at that tine, but said further that she, HSL2M YflCHNBSl, 
v/ould bring LENOAE Tf{Cf;AS_t 6 headquarters on 12th Street" and that ii’ 
DAVIS v/as not there, she v;ould bring LESIOHS to some other person who 
could take care of LENORE, 

DE SOL/i said that JOHN DAVIS v/as the head of the 
Negro National Congress at that time":^ iyJo,~arid v/as also an organizer 
among- the negroes for the Comraunist Party*- 


DE SOLA said that his former v/ife, HELEN';/IJJI/Eft and 
LEilORE THOJL'iS, left him saying they v/er6 going over'"to 12th Street", 
which DE SOiJi. said indicated to him that LENORE THOMS and his fo3:;mer 
wife, HELM V/INNER, were going to Comraunist Party Headquarters. Later 
that afternoon, according to' DE SOLA, LMORE THOMS and HELEN WINNER 
returned to DE SOL/l'S home at Ipi w'est 21st Street* LENORE THOMAS 
then said that she was a little'disappointed because the party had not 
put her into active work for the Communist Party, LENORE THOifAS said 
that she v/anted to get into Party schools, street discussions,, and into 
organizing v/ork for the Party, ljut t'nat the Party had told her that for 
the.-birae being it would be highly desirable that she remain inactive 
?^And for LENOxcE to report to a 'oook store in Washington, D.C.,; 

DE.%‘^OL/j. said that he could not recall v/hether on that 
occasion LENORE THOMS had told hiia that the Party said that LENORE was 
to ask for someone at this book store or to leave-'* her name at the book 
store, but ho docs recall that LEITORE THOMS said that 'the Party told 
her that she v/ould bo contacted from the book store in Washington, D.C, 

DE SOL/i. advised that he cannot at the present time 
reca^ the name of the book s-tore, but advised that he might be able to 
locate the name of this book store since he recalled at one time that he 
had some notes on infor;aation concerning the identical book store. 


RALPH DE SOL/l said that he did not meet LENORE THOMiS 
again until July, 1937♦ He advised that he and his former v/ife, HELEN 
T/INNER, v/ere invited to stay for a fev; days over the July Uth v/eekend, 1937 
at. a residence rented by LENORE THOM/JS and LENORE'S girlfriend, SALLY RINGE 
•at Accokeek, Maryland, DE SOLA said that he drove do\'/n to Accokeek, 
Maryland, with his former v/ife, HELEN 'uIl-INER, and on. that occasion he met 
SALLY RINGE, DE SOLA said that ho subsequently learned that SALLY RINGE 
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and LMOKE THOliAS lived together as lesbians. 

DE SOLA, advised that v;hen he reached Accokeek, Maryland, 
he recalls that J,EN0RE T HOMAS men tioned him and HELEN“'II'INEa' that she, 
LENORE THOMAS, had reported to the book store in V/ashington, D.C."7 but 
v.'as not contacted by the Party for quite a while. -DE SOLA said that he 
remembers that LENORE THOliAS at that time thought the Party was a little 
ineffective in its methods since it took a fev/ months to contact her after 
she .had reported to this book store. DE SOL/i further advised that he 
recalled that HELE'I VJINNER told LENORE THOWiS that possibly the Party had 
been checking on her to determine if she was trustworthy. 


RivLPH DE SOLil said that about this time, July, 1937^ 
both he and his fo i ’ mer -w ife; " HE LM YiNi'.ER, were a little dissatisfied- 
vdth the Communist Party and v/ere contemplating leaving the Party. ^ However, 
he said that both he and HELEN iVIiTJER had agreed not to discuss this in 
the open while at Accokeek, Maryland, He said, hov/ever, that he remembers 
he became engaged in a discussion with some person dovnr there:tehen he 
indicated that he did not like the fact that as a Party member he 
objected to instruction} -v/as called a Trotskyitej.and v;as looked on vrilth 
disfavor. He said he gave no. indication to anyone down there that he v/as 
contemplating leaving the party. He advised that he did not. know v;hether 
SALLY RINGE had ever 'been a member of the Communist Party or. not, but 
said he assumed’ that LENORE THOMS v/as a member of the Communist Party 
from the information appearing above in regard to LENORE'S contacts with 
Party headquarters* He said, however, that from conversations had vdth 
SALLY RINGE by him, he had the impression that SALLY RIN jE was at least 
a Communist sympathizer. 


DE SOLA said that v/hile at this residence of LENORE 
THOfMS and SALLY RINGE at Accokeek, Maryland, which he described .as a 
large farm or almost an estate on a- hill overlooking the Potomac River, 

SALLY RINGE and LEI^ORE THOMS had asked him to participate in a badmin.tbri'’- 
game.Tith them. This was on July U, 1937, in the forenoon or early afternoon 
DE SOL/i said- he had gone to the badmington courts, v/hich v/ere set up on a 
so called volley ball court and which was located a’ little av/ay from the 
main house. VMle at this badmington court, SALLY RINGE, LENORE THOM;iS, and 
HELEN VilNNSl were present, but HELE^I 'AiNNSR was s i 1. Llng“Sn the sidelines 
and may or may not have heard the conversation which took place. He said 
that while there, either SALLY RINGE or LENORE THOlilS chided him saying 
that he was going about his work for the Communist Party in the wrong v/ay. 
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"like a bull in a China shop»>. ^ther SAIJ.Y RIN GE or LBTORE TH6 h \S.. 1 
then told Mm that tl^ere v/as a man coming dov/n from Vf'ashington, D»C* 
in a little v/hile and that the man had the same political belief as 
did he, RALPH said that he assumed from this conversation that this 
man was also a Communist Party member, since RALPH n?: .qnr.A was knovm 
to ^ALLY RINGS and ^KORE THOILiS as a member of -the Communist Party, 

Further, on that occasion either SALLY RII^E or LEI^ORS 
THOiLiS told DE SOL/i that this man coming‘do;vn from YjasMngton, D»C, v/as 
also an amateur ornithologist^ DE SOIA. said that he, himself, v/as knov/n 
as an ornithologist,.’ Then, either SALLY RINGE or LENORE THOiiYS further 
told RiiLPH DE SOiuV that thi^ man was getting -ahead in ‘7asMngton> D.C, 
and v/as going about things in a smoother and more effective way "for the 
Party",. 


Shprtly, thereafter, DE SOLi said a man and woman drove 
up in a car and in the pre.sence of HELEN ’AimiER, SALLY RINGS or LENORE 
THOliiS introduced tMs men, and, v/oman as ixLGER and PRISCILLl HISS,. DE SOLA 
said that at the time of the introduction, either S/iLLY RINGE or LENORE 
THO/iiS told R.\LPH that HISS- was the amateur ornithologist that they 

had mentioned to him before, 

ii/iLPH DE SOLA said that he is definitely certain that 
this man's name v/as ALGER HISS.. He advised that it v/as an odd name and 
he had not heard of this jjerson before and since the name sounded so odd' 
to him,, he assmed that tiiis was the man's Party name,. He said,, accordingly 
because it v/as a name odd to him.he has nev.er forgotten the name,. 

DE SOLA identified photographs of ALGER HISS and 
PRISCILLA HISS as being definitely the person’s ho. had met on tMs occasion 
at Accokeek,,^Jlaryland,. 


DE SOLA said- that he remembers haying a discussion with 
ALGER HISS for about three hours that afternoon, but that during this- 
discussion he did not bring up any political matters as he was waiting for 
HISS to mention- same first,.. Further, he said that he found that ALGER 
HISS had an extraordinary knov/lodge of ornithology for-one v/ho had only 
an amateur interest in the subject,. He said that Ms discussion of about 
three hours v/ith HISS was almost exclusively in regard to natural Mstory 
and qrnithologj’',_ 
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DE SOL^ said that ALOril and PRISCILLA HISS left early 
that evening apparently to drive back tc V/ashington, D.C. from Accekeek, 
Maryland, in a car. He further said th?t this v;as the only occasion on 
which ho had met .JXJER or PRISCILLl HISI. 

DE SOLit advised that ever that weekend there were preset 
at this party at Accokeek, Maryland , jA(:OB B.'iKER. v/ho m DE SOLA advis^dr 
was Deputy Administrator to Harry Hopkins, YiPA, and a couple namejj i^TT, 
whose first names DE SOLA could not recall. However, he advised that he 
does remember that Hr, VilTT v/as at that time in the. National Labor* Relations 
Board of the Department of Labor 'and related that the man named YiITT' v/as 
about six feet in height, had red hair almost orange colored, and that 
this hair v/as veiy kinky. He advised that there v/ere many other people 
present at this party, but at the present time he cannot recall their 
names. 


DE SOLii. said that he has never forgotten his discussion 
on ornithology v/ith .ALGER. HISS or the statement made by either SALLY RINGE 
or LETOR E THOIIAS in regard to HISS, since SALLY and LENORE were upbrai*di'n*g~ 
h.’jir'at'^tfiat time regarding his work for the Party, 

DE 'SOL, also advised that present at this party v/as a 
man whose name DE S OL, doe s not recall,' but he recalled that there had 
been an articl^in "Life" Magazine shortly before July U, 1937^ regarding 
this man as he had invented a multi-lens aerial camera, DE SOL, said 
that the inventor of this camera v/as the "lion of the hour” at this party. 

In this regard, a check, wade by.■S'A'ROBERT'C,. BLOUNT'*' ■ 
of “Life” 2iagazine for the year 1937 reflected thaw the issue of June 1^, 
1937^ of "Life” Magazine on page 36 carries an article entitled, "Nine 
Lons Camera. Takes Best Washington .Air View”, This article relates that the 
. piotxiho was taken by the* United States Coast Gsccfetlc. Survey from a plane 
equipped with the nev/ Fairchild aerial camera and mentions that bhis camera 
v/as invented by Lieutenant 0, S. READING of the United States Coast and 
Geedsbic Survey, This name was^entioned to R/vLPH DE SOLi, but he said- that 
he cannot recall the name 0, S^KgJ^ING, 

A photograph of NATH/J'I VJTT was shown to RALPH DE SOLA 
but he said that this photograph does not resemble the person he met 
at Accokeek, v/hom DE SOLA remembers as bearing the last .name V<ITT, 
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* ^lLPH DE SOLii saici that it v/as common knowledge that 

SALT.Y HTMCf E and LEWOlit; THOiL’jS v/ere living together as lesbians at 
Accokeok^feryl*and 7 ”btiirhe saiCd that LEi'IORE THOIiiS in about 19l!2 married 
a former Chief information Officer at the OE55, Viashington, 

RALPH DE SOL't said that his former wife, HELENV/IN £R« _ 

may have heard the conversation held betiveen him, SALLY RINGS and LENORE 
THOIiiS on that occasion" at Accokeek,. since she was present at the 
badminton. court j however, he is not certain that HELEN wTNNBR overheard 
this conversation. He advised that HEL3'I "i/INNER would know of' the 
Communist Party membership of LENORE THOILiS and would also knovf a good 
deal about S/iLLY HINGE* 

DE SOL', said that although HELEN wH^NER dropped 
membership in the Communist Party about the same time he did, she has 
alv/ays been reluctant to furnish inforaation to the authorities on 
Communist Party matters. He said that-he perspnally believes that 
HELEI^ VilNNER has no sympathies for Cormaunism at the present time, but 
advised that he believes HELEN 'uIMPR is reluctant to furnish information , 
for two"' reasons. He said the first reason is that he, RALPH DE SOLA, 
has been required to testify on raany occasions before comittees investigating 
Communism and has received publicity in the newspapers, which hais not 
assisted him in- any way since it has identified him as a former Communist 
Party member. He said that HELEN -MNNER in the past >e:q>ressed the fear 
to him-that the Communist Party v;ould attempt to "smear" her if she 
testified in regard to Party activities, 

DE SOL/i said that he .gathered the .impression from.,his former 
wife, HELEI'I WINNER, that there v/as some sex angle in her past life that 
the Party knew about and that she vias afraid this might be publicized 
if she furnished any information to the authorities in regard to Communist 
Party activities. He said that HELEN uINNER v/as at one time a v/riter 
for the "Daily ’Yorker" prior to her marriage to him, 

/ 

HELEl^ blNNSi- also known as HSLEN^^B^LA, residing at 
ij3 -..est 93rd Street, New York City, and employed atHne Child Stuefy" 
Association, 132 East 7Uth Street, .New York City, and also as receptionist 
for Dr. GEORGE lALTON, i»l Lest 82nd Street, New York City, advised that she 
had joindd'the Communist Party, in a interviev/ by SAS JAI.iES P, liIRTIN 
and J/iiES T, NEAGLE, 
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HELEN. wTI'IMER stated that -in about 1931 ^ she was in a 
circle or study grot^and that this study group received lectures in 
various people' s^jeiS^ from a lecturer v/ith the Vibrkers School in New 
Yorik named HELE^ TilMEft said that she had mc^t s:-T.t.y 

RINGS, at some social gathering and invitc^jS/iLLY KINGS to join this study 
class. Th^study class .was attend^T^^^LSN DINNER, SALLY RINGS and 
a person^own as Mrs. SLIZ/iBSrj#|^/iHD^ and a relative of De VL’iRD'S named 
ROBEM^'iLPEEIN. HHIN’V.INNSR advised that ROBERT NilLPERIN was connected 
in sdmecannner with*Soviet banking at that time. In 1931 or early 1932, 
HSLSN LIfEVER joined the Commifilist.’Party and v/as sponsored by IL'iRRY liSRTEL 
and a person named V.ILLIAJ^'.TTERSON. HELEi'J • JNNER said that she does 
not .!<no\7 anything about these two sponsors sinco“she joined the Communist 
Party. 


SALLY RINGS then attended the study classes v/ith HSLSI'J 
■..INNER and through S/dULY RINGS, HSLS'N ’v.INI^SE met L@0R E THOIvi'iS . HSLSN 
said that she hhd attended a social party given for meinhers of the staff 
of the “Daily L’orker'i at the hone of SALLY itlNGS, which was an .apartment 
located on about 17th Street, Nev/ York.‘City, past Stuyvesant Park® On 
this occasion, LENORS THGIiiS came to the party and introduced herself 
to HELEN as a friend of SALLY. This v/as during the year 193ii, v/hen 
HELEi'I LINNER v/as working on the staff of the "Daily ’Ibrker". HELEN' 

VilNNER said that she was employed as a writer and later as the feature 
< editor on culture v/ith the "Daily L'orker" from 1953 to the Fail of 1935. 

According to HELM ViliElER, shortly before SALLY RINGS 
went to T/ashington, D.C, to v/ork she, HELEN VINNER, propagaftdized’.both 
SALLY RINGS and LMORE TFIOILVS to join the Communist. Party. She said that . 
she urged them on several occasions to .join the Party and then both SALLY 
RINGS and LENORS TzlOiuS came to her and asked her to sign their applications 
as sponsor for membership in the Communist Party. HELEN VilNMER said that 
she signed the applications of both S/dLLY RINGS and LENORS THOJA'iS for 
membership in- the Communist Party and this was shortly before SALLY RINGS 
went to work in l/ashington. 


HELEN ■.INNER could not say definitely that SALLY RINGS 
and LMORE THOlu^S were Communist Party me.abers since she does not .recall' 
ever seeing any other papers which would shov/ these- two persons v/ere members 
of the Pai^fcy, beyond their application for mem’oership. 
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She advised’ that she does not recall SALLY or LEKORE 
coining to visit her in Nev/ York City after they went to '/ashington, D,C. 

^ and the last time* she waw them v/as when she went to 'Washington,. D»C. 
shortly after she quit the “Daily T/brker" in 1935c At that time, she 
said that she had gone to V/ashingtoh, B.C* to try to secure a position 
and while there looked up ^AIXY BINGE and LSN ORE THO?.L\S. She advised 
she had stayed at their place at Acwkeek, liaryland for at least three 
days. She said that during this visit she recalls tha t JACOB BAKER, 
former Deputy Administrator to Harry .Hcpkins, drove her doirn to Accokeek, 

' and BAKER stayed ovornighto She said t'nat she recalled a sick sister of 

^ SALLY BINGE residing there at the time and she recalled tha t- HOLGF B_ 

v/ho was with the LPA at that time, v/as also present at Accokeek, 

She advised that she did not see LENORE THOI.C.S or 
SALLY BINGE again until July ij, 1937-^ when she v;ent to Accokeek with 
her former husband, RALPH PS SOLA, She advi sed thaf she recalled staying 
at Accokeek for several cays over Juiy U, 1937 and also recalled that 
there were quite a few other persons present. She said that she could 
not remember the names of anyone v/ho was there except RjiLPH DB SOLA, 

SALLY BINGE and LENORE TilOli^S, 


HELEN '.jINNEB said that she never mot ALGER or PRISCILIA 
HISS to the best of her recollection, but advised that ,it is possible 
that she may have met them.at Accokeokj hov;over, she does not recall them, 

_H£LEN './INNER insisted on this inte'rviev/ and other 
interviews that sHaTTSSTrvcry~bad memory. She related that she cannot 
recall anything that occurred at this, party at Accokeek whatsoever, except 
that she does recall being around a badaington court at Accokeek with 
RALPH DE SOJAf LeNOkE THOIAvS and SixLLY BINGE at sometime while she v/as 
at Accokeek, Further, she said that she may-have heard a conversation 
while at this badmington court, but she cannot recall same as she cannot 
recall anything that happened at this party at Accokeek, 


HELEN 'winner said that she v/as not feeling well while 
she v/as at Accokeek and this might be the reason w^y she cannot recall 
the identity of the persons who were there or what occurred there,

She said that after s'nc returned from Accokeek, 

LENORE THOliAS came to see her about the end of the summer and spent a 
fev/ days with her at her residence on Island Park, located on Long 'island, 
in Nov/ York. She said that on this occasion, LEJ^ORE TH0I1.S v/ent rov/ing 
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v/ith her and that is all she recienibers of LENORE'S visit on this occasion# 

...0 advised that sho had not see n SALLY RINGE_a gain 
until 19h^, At that time, SALLY RINGS v/as married and toic. HELEN that 
her husband was JONATHAN ;GOLDli\RK. HELEN VilMBR said_that_in 1945> 

SiiLLY HINGE had "gotten'in touen wiftTher through JACOB BAKER and v/a nte^' 
hor to help to assist a friend" of S/iLLY in publishing anu”selTxn^^^^^book 
on psychoanalysis. HELEN VilNWHi said this woman was Mrs. ALXfiS^SGliAN 
of uhite Plains, New York, and advised that she had tried to assist 
Mrs. BHBGuiN in selling this book and that this was her last contact 
vdth SALLY' liING'E. ' ^ r 

Che said-she recalls receiving a“letter^?i{mirl9b2 
from LENOHE THOIIAS announcing LENOHE'S marriage to aJB^^TRAU|. She 
said chat sne has not seen LENOHE since 3937# HELEN VilNNBH said that 
she does not recall ever bringing LENORE THOtiAS^ lu Party^hcadquarters 
in New York City, but advises that it is possible that she may have 
done soj however, she said that she cannot remember LENORE THOIi'iS 
visiting hor in New York City after LENbHE THOlA'iS went to ./ashington, D.C. 

She said that it is possible that LENOHE THOIiiS may have visited her 
but she cannot remember same at the present time. 

HELEN ’.TINNER said that she is vjell acquainted vdth 
JOHI'I DAVIS and had in fact stayed at the home of JOHN DAVIS, a negro, _ _ 
who was head the Negro’National Council when she_>was in 1Vashington,.D.C. 
after leaving the "Daily worker'* ♦ However, she said that she could 
recall no> connection between JOHN DAVIS anc; LES'IORE THOLi'iS, except that 
sho recalls some mention made by DAVIS to HELEN V, INNER about LENORE 
THObiAS on one occasion in 'Vashington, D.C. She could not recall what 
that conversation was. 

R .A LPH DB SO LA advised that his fonner wife, HELEN^ 

TINNER, had apparently been attached'to SALLY HINGE and LENORE THOlLiS 
inasrAUch as she had requested him to sign a paper prior to their trip 
to Accokeok in July, 1937, that in the event of. common catastrophe to 
HELEI^* ViimiElt and iLALPH DE SOU, their twin children would be raised by 
SiTLLY RINGS and LENOkS TKOii'iS. 

HELEN VINNER was asked about this and she advised 
that she had requested RALPH DE SOLI to sign such a paper and she had 
done this because ‘both S/vLLY HINGE and LSTORE THOTiiS were .close .f rienas ^ 
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of hers and persons v/hcm she thought had enough money to raise her 
children. 

On this subsequent intervie v;, HEL53'? ViTtJM5rt_said that 
she did • recall in regard to a book shop in'Washington, D.C. that 
LEKORE THQjrLlS had mentioned such a book shop to HELP V»INNp. ^ She 
said that the mention of this **book shop*' had " rung a bell** in her 
memory and that she nov; recalls that LSNORE THOrL’iS had mentioned something 
to her about being inactive iii the Prxty and that this something had to 
do v/ith.a book store in Washington, Ii«C. HELEN '.1NN21 said that she 
.cannot recall the circumstances under v/hich this v/as mentioned to her by 
LEJIORE THOifWS or when, but advised t'nat it may have been on her first^ 
visit to jvccokeek, llaryland, around the end of'•1939* HELEN '.illli'IER said 
that she cannot recall ever bringing LENOHE THOii^xS to party headquarters, 
but said that it v/as possible that she had dono‘ • sc, but just cannot 
remember .'at-the present time.. 

HELM '.<IN,]ikt said that SALLY HINGE'S real name v/as 
TRIiS^^NGE, but she«had been knov/n by the nick name S/iLLY and v/as usually 
referred to as SALLY. She advised that SALLY HINGE as iirs. JONATH/iN- 
GOIDliiRK is residing on a ranch',somov/hero in the V/est and had moved there 
from Vfni'be Plains, Nev/ York, in 19h^* 

HELEN V/INNEH said that she, herself, had boon employed 
on the "Daily 'worker** under the name HEL Em SHE RIDAN... but that she had 
been khov/n to S.ILLY RINGS and L®IORE THOiliS as HELEN '"INNER. ■ 

'JACOB BAKER, President cf Econometric Institute, ^00 
, pifth Avenue, New York City, was interviewed by SAS J/JiES P. EulTIN and 
Ftb'd-ICIS J. GALLiiNT.. 

* JACOB B/dCEit said that he had been Deputy .idininistrator 
to Harry Hopkins in the 'uPA about 193^ and had while there been acquainted 
v/ith S/JjLY hinge. He said that t'nis person-* s real nasne is IR!!A HINGE 
and she had married JONATHAN GOLDH'dlK in about 19ii2.. JON/iTHiN GOIDIiARK'S 
residence at the time was 66 Quinbey Avenue, White Plains, Nev/ York. 

• He said that SALLY v/as presently'on a ranch somewhere in the V.hst, residing 

* there vdth her husband, J0N.ATH/vN GOLDH'JRK And having moved there from 
\<hite Plains, Nev/ York, in 19h$» 
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JACOB B/aCK i further advised t hat SALLY HI NGE had 
resided at a fam in Accokeek,’Maryland, togetheTlTLito“a^Xrl''Tiasi^ 
LSHOB E THOiiVS. He advised that he had visited SALLY IUNGS and LENOilE 
at Accokeek/ I&ryiand, several times from about 1935'to I 9 U 0 . 


He advised that SALLY RINGE had a sister named ALICE 
RINGEj Y/ho 7/as an invalid and v;ho resided ;at Accokeek,'-and .another sister, 
HELEN, v/ho ho said v/as employed by the government. He said that ho 
believed HELEI'I v/as employed by the Social Security Board in Vj'ashington, 
D.C. in 1935 or■1936.- 


Ho related that 'LENOEE THOii^S v/as married about I 9 I 1 I 
t6 UOBEiiT sm’iUS, a brother of IIICttiEL STib‘vUS, v/hom B/iKEE advises is 
Director of Heclamation in the Department of Interior, United States 
Government. JACOB B:JCEk said LEMOHE THO!i.S and SALLY HINGE rented-.a 
farm house.'in Accokeek, Uaridand, from people named*Ur, and Mrs. FERGUSON, 
who also had a residence nearby in Accokeek. He advised that Mr., FERGUSON 
v/as in the Geological Survey of the -Interior Department, United States 
Government. He said that these two girls had quite a fev/ visitors at 
Accokeek while they v/ere .residing there, 

JACOB B;iKER advised that SALLY RINGE for five years 
prior to going to V/ashington, D.C.» v/as the mistress of a man named 
HERBERT HERRING, v/hom BAKEii advised was at that time director for the 
League of Industrial Democracy-at Nev/ York City,. B/iKEH said that 
he has the impression that SALLY HINGE also v/orked for HEHB^ HEERING 
v/ith this league and he advised that HERRING loft SALLY HINGE and that 
SALLY thereafter turned to lesbianism^ 

BAKER said also that LENORE THOIliS had been married 
but that that marriage failed and thereafter LENORE THOiliS lived together 
■v/ith SALLY RINGE as lesbians. He advised that he recalls that SALLY MINGE 
v/as very bitter toward LENORE because LESTORE married BOB STil/iUS and left 
SALLY and thereafter SALLY RINGE married JONATH/iN GOLDIi'HlK.

According to JACOB BAKER, SALLY RI^KiS was acquainted 
v/ith HAROLD and CATHEiilNE KELLOCK and he advised that it was they that ■. 
arranged vith Mr,- and Mrs, FEiCGUSON for the renting of this farm at 
Accokeek, Maryland to SALLY RINGE and LENORE THOMvS. He advised that 
H.'iR0IS5UCELL0CK v/as press relations man in the 1920's for the Soviet 
goverimibN^anu then held a similar position at the Russian Embassy in 
Y/ashington^'^.C. for a short v/hile after the Soviet government instituted 
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its eribassy thbre v/hen Soviet Russia vras recognized by tho United 
States* Ho said that IL'JiOLD KELLOCK v;as released from his position 
as press relations man'Ey the Russian iimShssy and H/iROLD KELLOCK 
seemed ve'iy bitter in regard to this, BAKER said that H.'iROLD KELLOCK 
had told him tliat he^ KELLOCK, v/as not a Communist Party member, but 
said that he cannot understand the Soviet government giving such 
a position to one v/hc is not an open or secret Communist Party member* 

. , Bi’vKEii further said that CATHERK^kS!LOCK vras acquainted 
\7ith Hi'aiom^jtE and also ^vith JESSI Qf r ^IJT H, 'JARE*'^ former vdfe, who 
BAKER said Is^resently married to JOM'aBT. According to BAKEii, CATHERINE 
KELLOCK met JESSICA SxHTH and he believes H/dlOLD "udiE in Russia in the 
early 1920‘s when CATHSilNE-KELLOCK and JESSICA S:;XTH "went' to’-Russia-in • 
connection with work for the American Friends Service* He said that he 
has the impression that CATHSIINS KELLOCK had told him that H/ulOLD *.A\RE 
and JESSICA SIHTH introduced her to her present husband, Hx’RiOLD KELLOCK* 

^J.i xC0B BAKEit sa id that the ^^ccokeek residence of SALLY 
RINGE and L©I0RE THOIuiS v/as a meeting place of “radicals", but advised” 
■that he cannot say whether S/dLLY iXNG E or LENOKE TH OIAS wore or v/ero not 
Communist Party members* He advised that~ltEXFQRmTlTG’.^l'.'r.f v/hdig’ BAKEi 
advises v/as a former prominent "New Boaler", v/as Infrequent visitor to 
SilLLY and LENOxiE at ^iccokeek* He advised that most of the visitors to 
SALLY and LBIOHE also visited the PStGUSONS at Accokeek* 

JACOB BiJCER said that he recalled that HELEN blNI'lER, 

■the ex-T/ifo of RALPH DB SOLi .—came to ■7ashington,„DfC, in the Spring or 
V/inter of 1937 j snd told BaKER that she w anted to see SALLY RINGE but 
did not know where to locate her* BAKEi said that he then drove HELEN 
V/INi'ISi in his automobile to Accokeek, Maryland,, .and that he rearained 
at this residence overnight, while HELEN "/INNER, who- BAKER believes 
v/as then a Communist Party member, remained several days* 

E’lKER said that he 'cannot recall being at Accokeek 
over July 1/, 1937 or at any time when both U/iLPH DE SOL/i and HELEN 
Vill'INEl y/ore there. Ho advised that he also cannot recall meeting ALGER 
HESS at A-ccokeok or anyivhere else, BAKER said that he "v/ill not rule 
out the fact" that ho, BAKER, may have been there at that time or that 
any of the- above including AIXJEii HISS may have been at Accokeek when 
R'JCEiC v/as there or that he nay have met HESS at Accokeek. 
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J/tCOB advised, however, that he cannot presently 

recall that ho did'meeli HISS at Accokeek, -iaryland, or that he was 

there on July i;, 1937 v/hen il ALPH DE SO'.A and HSLKi ViErlKEl were present* 

JACOB B/J{Bd v/as asked about other persons whose njunes 
have appearied^in .this case and ho advised that he cannot, recall any others 
presentwjtf^iccokoek, liaiyland, while ho. was there. He believes that 
CKTalU^^VillEit is the name of a "pansy” who was practically alv/ays at 
SAIIjY iatD LHIOHE’S for throe years. 

JACOB B^JCEit said that he cannot recall anything about 
thd person described by lt,'.LPK DE SOLi^s the inventor cf a multi-lens 
^camera being at Accokeek, but adviaetT^that he does I’ocall that CH.AiLES 
COLLlEli and His wife, iBEM.. PAi&V^OLLlEd, were well acquaintsd'wrfclT’ 

SiiLLY find L15I0AE THORiS and visited often at Accokeek. B.iKEki 

reiatea tfia^ Mlli. PEilEitA COLLIER had a job that was in parallel to that 
of SALLY HINGE’S in the ViPA in V/ashington, D.C. in about 1936, and 
accordingly, was very friendly vdth SALLY lilKGE. 

B/^Eit stated that he recalls that CHAHL^ COLLIER 
had mentioned to him that COLLIEu had invented some aerial camera and 
had received royalties from Fairchild Aviation fer the use of this camera 
during the vfar. BAKEil said, ho^vever, that he does not recall that COLLIER 
ever received any write-up in "Life"' laagazinb or any other magazine 
regarding this camera. 

JACOB B.:JCEit stated further that :itiHG.\l{ET VALIAI'JT, 
a present resident of the Hotel Chelsea, New York. City,, had lived at 
Accokeek, Ilaryland for about one- year v/ith S.xLLY iSNGE and LENOUE THOIiVS. 
B/iKEil said that-ho had always believed that JAaiG/iHET VALIANT was a Communist 
Party member and believes that she is still one; ‘jLIic indices of the New 
York Office reflected no information regarding liiRG/HiET VALIANT. 

JACOB ; BAKER said that HELEN was a veiy close 

friend of SALLY lilKGE and LliSlORE THO’i'^. He advised that he has known 
HELEN i.lNl^ER for many years and that she had v/orked for him at the 
Vanguard Pi'ess, Nov/ York City. HELS-i '..INNER was a member of the Com-nunist 
Party and had v/ritten for the "Daily'"•’/orker". Ho advised further that 
HELEJI ‘./INNEli had been in charge of a publication known as "Red Pen", which 
he said v/as a Communist publication distributed among employees of the 
T/riters Project of the V/PA in the City of New York,, while HELEN jINNEil 
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had worked for the ViPA, Nev; York, during the end of 193 ^ and the early 
part of 1936, He said further that HELEN VilN^A was reported also to be 
a lesbian and he advised that while he had been ^t Accokeek, llaiyland, 
he had noticed that SALLY liINGE v/as very Jealous of the attention that 
HELEN ':;iN:.Ei paid to LEi'I0*iE THOIi^S. 

Since lULPHJffi LSfa^v^said that ALli® HISS was introduced 
to him at Accokeek as an ornithologist,_JACOB was asked if ho ever 

met anyone at Accokeek who was an amateur'ornithoiogisi, B.lKE;l said that 
he recalled that lirs, 5’SAGUSON was interested in ornithology and advised 
that this is the only po rsdn he recalls of at Accokeek v/ho had such an 
interest.- However, he' volunteered the inforaation tha-o he had heard from 
ilopresentativo NIXON that ALGEii HISS v/as an amateur ornithologist. 

He advised that if HISS had visited at Accokeek, he probably would have 
conversed-with lirs. FErtGUSON on ornithology,

York City, stated that she had been employed ivith the He-Settlement 
Administration in V/ashington, D.C, from- January 7, I 936 until August 15, 
1939 , iMle so employed, she became, acquainted v/it h LENOUE THOLLlS. v/ho 
v/as a sculptress doing- v/ork at home ^fer the Ue-Settlement Administration 
and also with > SALLY liIHGE. v/ho v/as employed at the \7PA v/orking under the 
supervision of JACOB Bi'iKEii. 


Ii/iiy}/tiiET VALIANT said that her- o-.vn correct name is 
lidlGAiiET VALI/dnSfeitlH^iN and that she had been born under this name at 
Como, llississipprS, on February-22, 1901, She,said that she had subsequently 
married HDVHN liEliS, out that he died many years ago and that since his 
death, she has been knov/n only as LL'JiGAiiET VALIANT, She advised that/she 
had her name legally changed to IfaiGAiiST VALI/OIT at ?«Semphis, Tennessee 
niany years ago, although she cannot recall the exact date, 

ILuiG/uiET VALI.iNT said that she had resided at Accokeek, 
filaryland, a|; the .farm knov/n as «Lcngview«, v/iiich was rented by SALLY 
ilINGE and LUTOHE TKOlL’iS, She said that she resided there from early 
1937 to early 1938, but that during this time she v/as engaged in road 
v/ork for the Re-*Settlement Administration and accordingly, would only 
be there for a few days at a time and then away for several v/eeks. 


She advised that S/iLLY HINGE'S true name v/as IRMA 
HINGE, but that S;»LLY is new married and is'known as Mrs. J0N/XTHi\N GOLDlxAilK,'^ 
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She further advised tlia t La?OHE THOii..S_is nov/ married to KOBSKT STilAUS' 
and that' LSNORE resides at another residence at Accokeek, liaryland* 


During the time lAutGAltlT VA LIAMT resided at Ac cokeek, 
she recalls that in .addition to SALLY and LENOUE, there vrere -also residing 
there the sister of SALLY liINGE named ^^LICE iiINGB,. -v/ho suffered from sleeping 
siclmoss, and another person named CIL’oiLES -AlONEil. She said that CH;iilLES 
wViGNSti at that time was employed v/ith the Housing Administration in. iVashington, 
D«C« and that he came to live at 3/>ngviet.', Accokeek in early 1937* Shortly 
thereaftorjjlj/uiG.utET VALLJJT ccirmienced' residence there* She further added 
that CE‘utIJE§felr*GJJEii continued to reside there until he v;ent into the Ihited 
States Army in about l^ijl. 


In regard to CIl'jlLES .vMEA, LiiVAG.VvST VAIIAHT said that 
CH/ilLES V/AGHEli did photographic v;ork as an amateur photographer and that 
the bathroon on the first floor of '•Longviev/" at Accokeek v.'as reserved for 
WAGHSt’S use as a dark room in developing his photographic equipment. 

LLUiG/UiET V/iLI/J'IT said that she cannot recall being in 
attendance at any party at Accokeok" on July i», 1937, and doubts that she 
\7as there at that time. She said that she believed that she ivas' away over 
July U, 1937 on work for the He-Settlement Administration. She said that 
she cannot recall ALGEti HISS being a visitbr at Accokeek and cannot recall 
LEHOiiE TH0I.l\S or SALLY RINGE ever mentioning any acquaintance with ALGER 
HIbS.' She further advised that she has never met HELEN V.'INNSi or lULPH 
DE SOLA.,,^__ -- 


II-RGAiiSr VALLINT said that neither SALLY RINGE or LEIOiiE 
THOIIAS had ever tbld her that they v/ere members of the Conuaunist Partyj 
hoY/ever, she said that she had the impression that they nay have been 
members of the Communist Party since Yvhenever any matter of public interest 
v/as discussed, when she questioned them, both SALLY HINGE and LBNORB 'EIOEvS 
cilways took the particular view' that v/as espoused by the Communist Party* 
She said that they seemed to follov/ the Communist Party in every line of' 
discussion. She advised that to a lessor extent , CEAtLES IIAGNER gave 
the same impression in that she did not knov/ whether or not he v/as a. member 
of the Communist Party, but he seemed to her in their discussions to follov/ 
the Communist Party, although not to such an extent as did S/JLLY-HINGE 
or LEliOUE TlI0i.i\S.- 
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I/ygiGAi^FT V'.T.T' Mr.sAit^ she had no knoviledge of any 

activities in behalf of the Goicinunist Party carried on by any person 
at “Longvien", Accokeek, Ifeiryland and further, she had ho knov;ledge of 
any espionage activities there or any whore else. She said that she did 
knov/ that SALLY_itINGE and LENOHS THOMv S v/ere associated v;ith the Vfashington 
Book Shop because they tdlci her this and further, they invited her to sing at 
a meeting or social held at the 'Washington Book Shop near the Tally-Ho 
Restaurant in 'Washington, D*C., v/hilc- she was residing at Accokeek, 

Maryland, li'jiGiirtET Vi^UANT said that she* vront to this meeting or social 
gathering at the Vi'ashington.Book Shop during 1937, she believes, v/ith 
S-'iLLY ttINGE and LENOiiE THOLLiS anddLd sing at this meeting, 

iL'atG/utET Vl'ilLiNT said that she 3 herself, has never been 
a member of the Communist Party and advised that she had never .belonged 
to any association or organization other than the UFJA, of v/hich she said 
she was a member uf for a short time whi?.e in 'Washington, D.C. She said 
that she had been asked on one occasion by a man named LOl^MCCK, vmo was 
a felloT/ employee at NYA, about 19i{0 or 19i{l to join the Coraahi^ist Party 
and that BI^CK had indicated to her that he was .a member. She said that 
she had refused to join the Party and reported this incident to her 
immediate superioriAubrey 'wYLIIilliS, at I-IYA whereupon BLOCK was dismissed 
from the l^A, She. advised that BLOCK is presently also a resident of 
Hotel Chelsea, 


She said that on at least three occasions, she has met 
CH/dcL^ pbUIH l and his rvife at the residence of SALLY liINGE and LENORE 
TH&UAS at Accokeek, Idaryland, during the period when she v/as also residing 
there, Ji'uiGAiET VAIIANT identified a photograph of CFLIRLES KitAiffl^ as the 
person whom she had met at Accokeek, Maryland, 

She further advised that she knev/ that HEL^l^tillLSl, whom 
she says was formerly with the NYA but was recently with the »New Republic'', 
was an acquaintance of SALLY HINGE and LENOUE 'rHO:ii.-.S and she believes that 
HELEN FULLEil visited at Accokeek, 

She advised that she recalled that DILLulD L/rSSSTER, <• 
who was Deputy. Administrator of NYA in y.'ashington, D.C, about 19iiO'-lU91, 
told her that HELEN PULLEti -had been disndssed from the JIYA because she 
vms a Communist, 

j/ lAWCLiiiET VALL'RIT said that-she, herself, v/as acquainted 

vdth LBafeiESSli'RI in ’/'ashington, D.C,, but does not know whether T-T^R 
PRESSILd'I was or was not acquainted ^Yith SALLY HINGE or LENORE THOIiAS, 
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She advised that she had me t LSE PHESSfeiAIv throju gh. AEXPOriD .TUGV/ELL and 
recalls that she introduced I^a.^ky to PiiESSidAl! v/hen PRSSSISIN 

was legal counsel for the CIO# She^j^iade this introaucuion ox j^TCHISLL to 
PHESSMAN because she thought 'xiITCH33LL*S union couldLbe joined ^'fith the CIO. 

She said that iHTCHELL said that the CIO had too many Communists in it and 
that he >vould not care to join the -CIO unless some'of the Communists were 
removed from the CIO. , In '-iITCHELL«S presence, JCARGArtET VALL^JIT told LEE 
PRESSIAW, IffTCHELL would join the CIO v/ith this'^ibrr-rf-sonerof the 
Communists were removed, but she said that PrtSSSiiAN made 'no comment whatsoever

She advised that after seeing LElj!'i*RESS2^N'S activities 
in behalf of the National Youth Congress in 1539-19^0 in "Vashington, D.C., 
she considered PRESStlAN to be a Communist since the National Youth Congress 
follovfed the Party , line at the convention held that year and PRESSIiAN 
seemed to be a very active figure in promoting this congress and in 
runhing same.- 

HARGARET VALIANT said also that she had me t NATHM _ 

G HBG 0 lOp(^L V£fiIiAST]^ and had been invited by'a person whose name ^'e 
•cannot r^all to sing and play the guitar at SILVER^iASTIiR’S home on one 
occasion. 


She said furth^er that she had met HANSjSSHSR on one 
occasion at the home- of CHARlS^SEBGEH, presently of the''Pan-American 
Union, when CHAiiLES SSEGER lived'^in Nev/ York City about 1935j L'lt that 
this occasion had also been a musical get together, 

IIARGARET VALIANT said that these were the only persons 
she had met whom she- thought have been connected with Communist activities 
and that that this belief came from what she had read in the newspapers. 

She said that she definitely had no information at all concerning any 
espionage matters. 

Investigation by the Seattle Office reflects that SALLY

It is noted that on a list of nonbers of the 'underground 
Comnunist group in V.’ashington, D.C.^^bnvarded to the Bureau in 19kk 
presumably by the ex-vdfe of .VICTOj^ERLO, the^re appears the name, 
'ttINlE.(NYA “ or 'immediately follovdng this on this list aoncars 

the najne “LSTOxt^TiiAUS (Wife of BOB STitAU S)». It is noted that^s 
list contains tne'na.aes of many other’people including, NATHANIE^WITT, 
CHAiiLHS' I{KAi.mil and^,yife, and HISLEN FULLER. Further, this list contains 
the name of GBOitG^SILVERLiAN.' -- 

In regard to SILVErfllAN, it is noted that JACOB BAICSR 
and Ij^lOA ^E ^ALIANT both advised, that It&lA or S AT.r.y HINGE had a sister 
namea"HKEmiNGE7who worked in Vfashington, D.cV"allegedly for Social 
Security, 4nd investigation by the agents of the V/gshington Field Office 
reflected that during 19li6, .mUHAI.:’ GEOiiG^ILVERiSAN visited frequently 
at^the aparfeaent of HELEN H,)^INGE, 2000 Connecticut Avenue, N.W^, Apartment 
703, Vfashington, D.C. On ^ least one of these occasions, SILVERlfAN 
stopped and purchased flov/ers and brought them to HELEN RINGE and on 
other occasions SILVEid£A.N took HSLai to lunch. As of December, 1936, 
this HELEN RINGE was employed by the 7i*ashington Security Board and from 
1939 to 19i<2, she was, employed by the Bureau of Employment Security, 

'Federal Security Agency, Yfeshington, D.C. Apparently, this HELEIJ i^TNGE 
mentioned above is the sister of IRKA, or SALLY itINGS.

In the report of SAJOSEPH M. KELLY dated February 8, 1949 it is 
reflected that^JEROtiS FRANK in his intervievr stated that he remembered JOHN 
KNOX JESSUP, Chairman of the Board of Editors for "Fortune** magazine having 
at one time,mentioned to him that there v/ere rumors circulating to the ef¬ 
fect -that ALGER HISS had Communist affiliations,

„ 0*1 March' 2, 1949 Mr. JESSUP vras interviewed in the office of 

Fortune*' magazine in the Empire State Building, New York City. When asked 
whether or not he had any information concerning ALGER HISS v^ich might te 
of interest to SA JOHN F, SULLIVAN v/ho interviewed him, Mr. JESSUP .stated 
that years ago, sometime around 1938,, CIi*Jk!BER3 had been in contact with 
JipBlR3L^jDIOi2£,-onG of the editors of "Fortune" magazine, to whom he had 
disclosed a considerable portion of the- information which has recently been 
brought out against ALGER HISS by the House Committee on Un-American Activ¬ 
ities. Ifr. -J^SUP pointed oxit that his entire knowledge of ALGER HISS and- 
his Communistic tendencies or affiliations was obtained from either HERBERT 
SOLOW or in discussions among the editors of "Fortune" magazine of the infor¬ 
mation given to them either individually or collectively by Ifr. SOLOW. He 
emphasized the fact, that he had no independent knov/ledge of ALGER HISS' 
Communist affiliations or sympathies. Ho also stated that he had no in¬ 
dependent knowledge of any other aspects of this case other than v;hat he 
had le.amed from Mr. SOLOW, 

In this regard it should be noted- that HERBERT SOLOW vras inter¬ 
viewed by agents of the New York Office, the results of v/hich are sot out 
in this report. 

On February 25, 1949 GERTRUDE SAMUELS. nob^SAMUECSON as has 
previously reported. Secretary to JEROME FR/vNK wHbn he wSg-Chief Counsel ' 
for ^e Agriculture Adjustment Administration, vras interviewed in her office 
in the New York Times Building-, 229 East 43rd Street, New York City,- bv 

SULLIV/dl. Miss SAl-IUELS, s^^l^aving been employed by Justice 
FRiAK-, had been married and divoroed-fVoiff^FS® R-,XQEEEN’HEIMER and has re¬ 
sumed her maiden name of GERIRUDB. S^IUELS. '^KenFesTdos at 3555 Tg'rd Avenue, 
ackson Heights, telephone Havermeyor 4-5113. She is employed as a feature 
writer on children's affairs for the Now York "Times" newspaper. 

TOAw c o S/J^UELS related that she was emoloyod with the /Jii. as Mr. 

fRANK'S Secretary from approximately 1933 to 1935. She could not recall 
the exact months in which she began and ceased this employment, but did 
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remember that her severance had been prior to the shake-up in the /iA/^ and 
JEROME F!Rid?K*S resignation from that Administration. She* had gone, after 
leaving the /lAA, to Chicago y/hore she had been employed for a short v;hile 
before returning to 7/ashington with the Resettlement Administration, for 
v/hom she v/orkod dui*in|'1956. 

She rem^]^red, quite r^dily, ALGER HISS, JOHN i.RT . H-'.TH.'.iTOTT. 
LEE PRES .Si£^» FR.tNIW^HE/i, and ABE^ORTtlS. Those names stood out in her 
mind, and she admitted she has foilov/ed their careers since she and they 
had- loft the government. .She admitted, hov/over, that while acting as 
FRANK'S secretary she could not class herself as having been an intimate 
of theirs and her relations 7/ith them had been restricted to the relation 
existing betoeon the lav/yers and JEROIffi FR.iNK*S secretary, i.o., it was 
purely a business -relationship. .She could recall but few instances in v/hioh 
she had had outside contact with any of the above attorneys, and believed 
that these contacts were restricted to having cocktails in some nearby rest¬ 
aurant or hotel tc^rthe'AAA. .Building, After work cocktails with the lawyers 
vrould be the result oi' get-togethers v;hon they had v/orked late at the office. 

She admitted that she knevr none of these men intimately and had 
not had any of their confidences exposed to her. To a question, she answered 
that at no time had it come to her attention that ALGER HISS, LEE PRESSIi^H,, 
NATHAN ITT or JOHN ABT were Communists, had Communist affiliations, or that 
any of them, and specifically ALGER HISS, had been engaged in espionage ac¬ 
tivities. She stated that she could understand that PRESSMAN, TfiCTT and .ABT 
could have had Communist affiliations, particularly PRESSHAN, in view of 
the v/ay in v/hich he has followed the Party line in recent years. 

She stated that she had only seen ALGER HISS once since she had 
lert the gbverment in 1936,. ,and that v;as at the Polish .Embassy dn 1946, at, 
which, time ho had given a speech on child, welfare on behalf of the United 
Nations which she had covered for the New York ''Times", She had not seen 
him since and had never at any time received communications fi-om him. With- 
respect to her contact with /OiGER HISS at the Polish Embassy,, she related, 
that the discussions she had with him were restricted to the problems of 
world children and had not touched any other field. * 
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She repeated that the recent disclosures came as a great sur¬ 
prise to her as she had considered^ ^\L6ER a kind, generous, lovable ”guy**, 
^v/ho v/as one of the hardest v;orkers in the /JJl. She mentioned thnt she 
is earnestly avmiting the trial to. determine just v/hat his defense is, 
and she believes that he is innocent, but is reserving decision until 
she hears his defense in court* 

I On February 25, 1949 ^FRANCIS ■B._SAYRE v;as in tervievfGd in his 
office, in the Trusteeship Council of the United Nations, 2 Park Avenue, 

Now York City, .by SAS FRANCIS J. GALLANT and JOHN F. SULLIVAN, On 
February 14th Mr. SAYRE hod called SA.SULLIVAN to advise that on Saturday, 
February 12th, ALGER HISS and his attorney Mr, McLE/.N had colled on him 
at his office and had gone over some of the documents .in, instant cose, 
and he wanted to so-odvise agent in conformity with his promise to keep 
him aware of any such developments, 

It^P-s’''d^ormined from-Mr. SAYRE that. ALGER HISS had contacted 
Mr, PHI LLI^ ^{/ESSUP of the United Nations, to whom ho' had stated that he 
felt ba5ly jJbout the fact that he had not been' in contact with, Mr. SA'SfRE 
since the recent public disclosures, of his activities. Mr. JESSUP had 
informed Mr. SAYRE of ALGER’S statement and inquired of Mr., SA.YRB whether' 
he would care to see ALGER as ALGER evidently desired such a meeting, 

Mj:. SAYRE related- that ho had informed Ifr. JESSUP- that he v/ould be glad 
to“'see ALGER, however, he wanted it undorstoo.d that whatever ALGER said 
to him ho, Mr. SAYRE, wanted to feel free to disclose this to the FBI or 
to v/ha'tever official body he might be called before. Subsequently thereto 
ALGER had called and made ah appointment for Saturday, February 12th, 
when ho came to Mr. SAYRE’S office accompanied by his attorney, ^^r. MoLE/.N, 
Mr^ SAYRE requested that the name of Mr, JESSUP be kept confidential as 
he does not desire to have him drawn into this matter, 

Mr. SxiYRE stated that ALGER HISS began to discuss., the case 
and he and his attorney v^ere particularly interested in, going over the 
copies of the State Departmen-t documents which were in the possession 
of Ife*. S;».YRE. I.ir, S-aYRE ^pointed out that at the outset of this inter- 
vievf he again warned ALGjER HISS that anything he might say Vx» SAYRE 
would feel free to repeat to the FBI or any other committee, and requested 
that 1 ^.

With respect to the documents that they examined, Mr»- SAYRE 
stated that as he recalled the examination, they wore only cbncorned with 
the State Department records of the distribution of the documents■ He 
stated that they did not rend or make copies of any of the documents 
themselves, and he had the impression that they had copies of them# He 
could not recall seeing these copies in their possession, but either from 
the conversation or some other way, which ho could not recall, he was 
sure that they had such copies,

Mr. MoLEt'.N did copy, hov/over; ho pointed out, the State Depart¬ 
ment lists of the distribution of the State Department documents. He 
was asked v;hother anything of significance took place while McLE/iN was 
examining the documents, Mr, SAYRE recalled that they wore particularly 
interested in noting, and ho was also, that a number of the documents 
v/hich had allegedly been turned over to CHAMBERS by HISS and v/hich had 
allegedly been removed fVom Mr, SAYRE’S .office, wore not shown on the 
distribution lists of the State Department* as haying been distributed 
to his, Mr, SAYRE’S, office, I*ir, SAYRE then pointed out to agents that 
this situation had pur.zled him and he felt that the documents which hod 
not boon distributed to his office must- have been taken from another office. 
It 'should be noted at this ■fcime that v/hen previously interviev^ed by in- 
tervievdng agents it v/as hot noted tha-t ^r, SnY RE ha,d among his-papers 
ins-tant distribution lists; It is not l^\vn dt^tTuTS^ilne v/hether ho, had 
obtained them on his oVm initiative or at the request of HISS’ attorney, 
or whether they had been supplied •to him by the State Department, It - 
was not deemed feasible to ask him irhore he lad obtained them at this 
time, but such will bo determined when he is next interviewed,

ISr, SAYRE again referred to, as ho had in his previous inter¬ 
view, WiiDLEIGH as a possible suspect, He was not again questioned as 
to why he had suspected tVADLEIGK os previous close questioning had re¬ 
vealed that he had no reason to suspect WADLEIGK as is set out in the 
report of hisprevious interview and had selected, as ho claimed, VYADLEIGH 
because WADLEIGK’S name had appeared in the nev/spapors as. also being one 
of the suspects being questioned v/ith regard to these documents.

pencil notation meant nothing t^him, apd that the names v;ero likewise 
unfamiliar/ Kr. SAYRE added at this,time that he had had the same reac¬ 
tion that the contents of this note did not pertain to anything in their 
office and did not have any State Department significance, ^t aopeprod 
to him to be aporsonal note, / ' 

He v/as asked whether ALGER HISS admitted that the other hand¬ 
writing notations .7;ero his. These are Q2 through •Q4, ’ Mr, S/.YRB replied 
that ^vLGER had stated that these appeared'to bo his handv/riting. V/ijen 
queried for his exact words as to v/hether he had stated "They appeared 
to be his handwxiting" or v;hethcr he had- said “They were his handwriting", 
liT. SAYRE could not recall .exactly, but believed that he had said "They 
appeared to bo his handwriting", SAYRE hastily added with some con¬ 
viction -I donH think Stlger will;’deny that these,are his, and I don’t 
think they intend to do so when they come to trial". 

He was again asked v/hother they had shown any particular in- ’ 
terest in the documents themselves. He stated that they had not and had 
merely concentrated their attention on the distribution of the documents, 
making notes of some, and had discussed with-him, as he, had stated, the 
fact that .a ?number of the documents which 'CKiUfflE’^S stated HISS had turned / 
oyer to him had not been listed as having been distributed to his, Mr. 
SAYRE’S, office. . o , . 
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He did admit, hov/ever, that some of the documents v;hich the 
list shovred had not been distributed to Kim, v/ould have been of interest 
to him and should have re^^ohed his office. 

He stated that he had carefully questioned ALGER HISS! concern¬ 
ing these documents and how they could have rotten into CHAJ^ERS possession, 
but HISS vras at a loss to explain this', . He’ did explain the handv/riting 
Kotations in this fashion. HISS had pointed out to him that he made it 
a practice to synopsize long telegrams or documents in order that he could 
explain the contents -frt hf brought them to his attention, 

thus negating the necessity for Mr.- SAYIlE to read such documents. 

throughout the interview, as in previous, interviews, Mr. SAYRE 
vfould-reaffirm his faith in ALGER, occasionally pointing out that he could 
not understand ho'.v it could be possible for him to have done this, and 
also not being able to understand that ALGER vfould do this to him'.. However, 
it should be noted that both in this intervie*.v and the previous, interviews 
Mr, SAYRE, just as, frequently during the interviews, would pointedly in¬ 
quire whether or not the Bureau’'s investigation had definitely proven 
ALGER to have committed the acts’. Vfhen carefully questioned along lines 
whick VTOuld tend to affect 'hijs preconceptions, Mr. SAYRE v/ould become "vls'- / 
ibly concerned and slightly ups’et. He would then mention that the par¬ 
ticular point under discussion indicated that he, SAYRE, might have been 
compromised or had unv/ittingly or unknov;ingly been taken advantage of. 

■When, this would be driven home to him it v;ould bring forth the inquiry 
as to just how much the Bureau has proven. THien no comment would be made 
to this, he would quickly rebound from his previous position and again 
reaffirm his ^aith in ALGER, but ’vrould never give any factual reason 
v?hioh v/ould concern itself with an aspect of_ the case to substantiate 
this af'^irmation, other than his abjec-t faith in ALGER. One point v.’hich 
seemed to considerably bother Mr. SAYRE Was v/hether or not the Bureau 
has been able tp,^prove that the documents were typevnritten on /iLGER’S 
typewriter. At one time he stated that if this vras proven it would cer¬ 
tainly look bad for ALGER. 

A good example of the ■vacillating position of Ur, SAYRE, 
referr^qd to above, took olace vrhen he was queried concerning CLAUDE 
ALBE g^USS. . • --- 
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„ respect to CIAUDE ALBERT BUSS, the report of SA lUDTJIG 

TT.R'. OBERSCSRP', dated Febrtxirry 2, D.C* reflects that 

^ ”Dx^^^SS!!. Bligh t have been approached by "/ITCZilK to perforin a Soviet 
•espionage mission. BOSS" -was believed to .be identical v/ith CLiVUDE 

ALBERT BUSS^ whor^pSTTS^i-K allegedly visited Avhen BUSS v/as Director of 
OiTI in San Francisco in dune 1945♦ BUSS' had previously been Executive 
Assistant to the High.Conuaissioner of the Philippines on the recommenda¬ 
tion of ALGER HISS. 


SAYRE was .questioned concerning viho hod been his Executive 
Assistants/in the •Jt'hiiippines v/hilb he v/as^igh. Commissioner.,^JIe stated 
that ho. he'd had LARKfi^ALSBURY, •CABOT'^^feOmLE, and He was 

asked how these assigments were m^^l. At first ho stated'that, he .por- 
sonallj’’ chose BUSSw but continued'questioning rqvoalod that he had v/ritten 
to friends in the States inquiring for recommpn'Sations and that they had 
sent rocommondatibns to him and from .them hd' had chosen BUSS as being 
the best qualified, PVirther questioning brought forth the admission 
that the appointment had been made through the suggestion of ALGER HISS 
and also that ALGER HISS had previously recommende d NOEL FIELD, IZ't 
this point* SAYRE volun-bcered that ho had learned through the HCUA 
Hearings that NOEL FIELD was considered a well knovm Communist* 

To questions put to him llr, SAYRE replied ho had found ¥x, 

BUS,S an able Executive Assistant and had only one complaint concerning 
his activities v/hich he could recall, an<^t'hat was that he had considered 
BUSS too intimate with President IiAKUBI^.UEZOJr, BUSS did not have access 
to the codes, had never left the Island •to his knowledge, had not been 
in contact with any foreign individuals who were suspected to SAYRE’S 
knowledge, and had not engaged in any activities v/hich caused him to be 
suspicious of him at that time.. lYith the last remark, he was asked to 
clarify it to v/hich he related that after the bombing of Manila and the 
e'vacuation "of SAYRE and the staff he had left BUSS in Manila an charge 
of the mission, and that BUSS was there v/hen'the Japanese successfully 
invaded and took over command of the Island. BUSS and other members of 
the mission were interned insa- local hotel and questioned periodically. 
Subsequently BUSS alone was removed to Tokyo and'interned in a hotel in 
that city v/horo he was ques-fcioned further. 


SAYRE had not been aware of this until after the y/ar, A ,short

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that ho v/o.uld be- and thorcaffcer ho was offered- the position. He v;as again 
asked whether, to his knowledge, ALGER .HISS had been responsible for ob¬ 
taining this position. He replied that it coiild have been poissible tint 
/.LGER HISS was working behind the scenes, but he did not know, of it to 
his knowledge. ^ ' 

lfr«.SAYRE. in parting, stated that' he was most anxious to co- 
operatc with agents and that they should feel free to call oh him at any 
time if ho could be of assistance to them. 
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Reference is made to the report of SA Joseph M. Kelly, dated 
at New York on February 8, 1949> in which is set out an inte^ievr with Judge 
^«JSRQMELERANK,—by^SA John F. Sullivan, in which Judge FRANK had made the 
statement that a shrewd prosecuting attorney would not permit him to make a 
negative statement -concerning his characterization of HISS, tut would dig 
deeper into his opinion of HISS, at which time he v;ould have to disclose 
something that vrould re'flect unfavorably upon HISS* character. At that time 
Judge FRANK would not permit further inouiry into the basis for this statement, 
and bashed it off vdth the allegation that it, had nothing to do vdth this 
particular case, and vreis. merely a personal matter. 

*7hile being interviewed on another matter, this sta-bement of 
Judge FRANK?S was again brought to the fore, at which time he permitted himself 
to give a complete explanation of the above in order to clarify the matter, but 
requested that it be kept confidential, in view of the people involved and his 
opinions of them, and because of the fact that in his opinion, it had no immediate 
reference to instant case* 

Judge FRANK related that when he vras a member of the lav/ firm of 
Levinson, Becker, Frank, Glenn and Bairnes in Chicago, one of the clients of 
the firm was the Naitional City Bank of Chicago, which in turn had handled a 
receivership for the Minneapolis Rolling Mill Company. Through the bank, arid 
to some extent the law firm, GEORGE N. PEEK and General HUGH JOHNSON had been 
appointed receivers for the Mnneapolis .Rolling Mill Company, which positions' 
were considered veiy choice ones* w6en Judge FRANK took over the handling of 
the receivership for the law firm, due to a difference of opinion between him 
and GEORGE PEEK, PEEK resigned from the receivershi.n. Subsequently, when the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration was formed v/ithin the Department of 
Agriculture, GEORGE PEEK had been brought into the Department as a co-adminis¬ 
trator of the AAA. ?men Judge FRANK v/as retained as Chief Counsel for the AAA 
he. renewed his association with Mr. PEEK. He did not believe at that time that 
his prior difficulties with PEEK in the administration of the receivership 
carried over to the .AAA. Nevertheless, it was not long before they were at 
administrative odds. ' 

He considered PEEK an individual who attempted to run the AAA 
with an autonomous hand. As an example of PEEK'S desire to run things his 
way. Judge FRANK characterized it by citing an instance in which a question 
of administration v/ithiri the Department of Agriculture came up, arid PEEK said 
"the hell y/ith the Departmentj let's run it .our v/ay." PEEK, as a result of this 
attitude, was constantly in difficulty and he, FRANK, and PEEK eventually hadia 
showdown, as a result of which PEEK resigned. 
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PEEK was succeeded by CHESTJI^pl^S, who is now Ih:esident of the 
Federal Reserve Bank in Sto Louis. He consi^ed DAVIS a sincere individual, 
and it was not until he, FRANK, left the AA^fafter the shakeup that he learned 
that DAVIS used to carry stories to HE^W/ALLACE. 


He related a series of incidents which led to the shakeup in 
the AAA, in which he, FRANK, v^as ousted. CHESTER DAVIS, he explained, was 
under terrific pressure frm certain groups, particularly the cotton and 
tobacco interests, while at the same time trying to cai^ry out the purpose 
for which the AAA had been created. As a result of v/hat he, FRANK, called 
'•these conflicting interests", DAVIS vras having a difficult time. Finally 
matters came to. a head when the AAA was faced with the problem of writing a 
brief on the cotton situation in Arkansas, The AAA had been instituting a 
policy of reducing the planting of crops in order to bring the price of cotton 
under some sort of stabilization. But in reducing the acreage allotted for 
cotton, they were faced with the problem of dispossessing share-croppers or 
tenant farmers who vrere on the lands which were to be reduced. The cotton 
interests v/ished tp have the share-croppers or tenant farmers dispossessed 
from the lands which were not to be planted, while the AAA vras attempting to 
work out some plan which would provide some, help to the share-croppers and 
tenant farmers. 


ALGER HISS was assigned the job of writing the report and 
devoted some v/eeks to it before presenting it to Judge FRANK for his approval, 
FRANK said that after reviewing the report he had sent it back to HiSS to be 
re-written after he, FRAM, made some modifications in the recommendations. 

The report gave the tenant farmers and share-croppers a tenuous hold on the 
land, to which an immediate outburst of indignation arose from the cotton 
interests. DAVIS vrant to WALLACE, Judge FRANK claimed, and accused FRANK 
of deliberately stirring up the cotton interests. Judge FRANK stated that he 
was immediately fired without even the courtesy of a few weeks' grace to. 
straighten out his personal affairs. 


I't ■'’Vas Judge FRANK’S claim that a number of'the attorneys under 
his jurisdiction, who believed in the basis for the report, resigned with him. 
One of those who had not resigned vras ALGER HISS, v;ho had been responsible for 
the report. Shortly after'his dismissal,, ALGER HISS had contacted Judge FRANK 
and had advised him that he had been recommended to succeed Judge FRANK as 
Chief Counsel of the AAA, and asked Judge FRANK whether he ought to accept the 
position or not. Judge FRANK stated that he was anszed at the affrontery of 
^GER HISS in asking him this, and indicated in no uncertain terms his feelings 
in the matter. He stated that it was like holding a mirror up to ALGER HISS and 
he "crumbled like.a piece of paper in my hand." It was at that time that Judge 
PRANK came to the conclusion that he had mistaken ALGER HISS and had given him 
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■credit for having character which did not exist. The fact that he would have 
accepted his position, Judge FRANK’S, after having been-responsible for<him 
losing it, lowered him inestimably in his opinion, and he lost all respec.t for 
him. 

Judge FRANK- polnfaed out that it was. not until after he had been 
fired that he had learned that^_CHESTER DAVIS had gone to WALLACE an d misrepresented' 
wliat had-happened. He, FRANK,'^fterwara'had an ‘interview with Mr,' WALLACE, at 
which time the truth‘came out, but he stated'that. WALLACE had. not taken any'action 
as he was a man vjho’found it difficult to make decisions. When asked, he stated 
he had never been able to determine v/hy ALGER HISS had been permitted to remain 
when CHESTER DAVIS and everyone else knev; that it was his opinion which had 
.caused the. blow-up. He believed, however, that DAVIS might have be.en gunning 
for him under pressure from the cotton and tooacco Interests, and certain senators, 
and that the Arkansas cotton case,had given him the opportunity to make FRANK a 
scapegoat. 
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On February 24, 1949, jf6r« BRUNO SCHACTNHl, Assistant United 
States Attorney, Southern District of Nevr York, was interviewed at the U, S*‘ 

Court House by SA JOHN F. SULLIVAN. 

BRUNO SCHACTNTR, a fter the purpose of the interview was 
explained to him, relatedThe had been wjvtK the Agricultural Adjustment Administra¬ 
tion from approximately 1934 to January, 1935. During this time he stated that 
he had become acouainted as an associate attorney with ALGER HISS, as well as with 
LEE PRESSM AN. NATION WITT and JOHN ART. 


Although, as he stated, he had become acouainted vrith these 
individuals, he did not consider himself a close associa.tt; of theirs. He relegated 
himself to the lower echelons of the Legal Di’dsion of the',AAA at that time. He 
was able, as he stated, to observe-what went on around him and from the conversatioi 
of the above indi-viduals and their attitudes or slants on certain subjects, he was 
able to form an opinion as to'their political philosophy. He stated that neither 
by actions, conversations or in handling his vrork had he ever believed that ALGER 
HISS ttas a Communist, dommunistically inclined or engaged in espionage or other 
activities inimicable to the vrelfare of the United Stetes. He considered him at 
t'lat time a loyal and extremely conscientious and hard vrorker. He characterized 
PRESSMAN, liTITT and ABT, however, as uridoubtedly Communists. He pointed out at 
this time that he had no factual proof of their affiliation w-ith the Communist 
Party to the extent that he had never seen their Party cardsjbut from the v^ay 
that they discussed key topics, there was no question in his mind that they were 
Communists and followed the Party line in their political *and philosophical 
thinking. 


He regarded HISS, PRESSMAN, WITT and ABT as in a clioue within 
the AAA which ho believed was taking care of itself but had never observed any 
indications that they were slanting their work in any way to follovr the Party 
line to the detriment of the pxirpose of the AAA, He had noticed that they, as a 
clioue, were influencing the administrative policy of the AAA to the extent‘that 
they assisted their friends in obtaining positions and also in mo-ving them upward 
within its structure. At no time, he pointed out,.had he noticed that th3 s clioue, 
beyond fostering their own vrelfare, v/ere using or had used their association to 
further any common scheme or subversive activities. 


He stated he had never heard from ALGER HISS in any manner 
since leaving the Department of 'Agriculture, He stated ’that he had had no 
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correspondence vriLth him as their association had not been intimate enough to 
TOrrant same* 16^. _SCHAnTTi;RR -yp-src»ai pH at this time that prior to the recent 
disclosures of AljQER HISS* activities, he had heard through sources v/hich he could 
not now remember^ that ALGER, HISS had been under investigation bjr the Department 
of Justice, Therefore, the recent disclosures have not come as a great surprise 
to him, although when he first heard that ALGER vras under investigation he vras 
surprised. 


‘ iiir,. SCHACTNER wished to apprise the Agent of a situation that 

he has been mulling over in-his mind, he stated,for many years,which he'had 
disclosed to a £evi individuals but they had scoffed at his conclusions. He 
indicated that he is a keen student of international affairs and when the United 
Nations had been founded he had from its inception been of the firm belief that 
it was unworkable because of its technical construction. He could not believe 
that the individuals Y?ho- had laid its framevrcrk could have had the remotest 
belief that it would function and carry out the purposes for which it had been 
constructed. He stated that a great portion of its- draftmanship was such that 
it wou3.d be unv/orkable, ’ He had', after gi-'dng it considerable thought, arri*.red at 
the conclusion that some individuals v/ho had been responsible for its drafting 
and technical details must have deliberately sabotaged its drafting so that it 
would bo unvforkable,- Now that the recent disclosures of espionage activities in 
high government circles have come to the surface, particularly with respect to 
AIGER HISS, he is .more than ever convinced that individuals of his character, if 
the charges are true, might have been responsible fcr the impractical drafting of 
the United Nations, He believed'that the UN had been drai'ted specifically for the 
benefit of Russia and that an agent of Russia could not have done a better 30 b, 


Of all the names of the individuals connected vith instant 
case, v/hich v;ere read to him, the only names vd.th which he "^vas familiar, other 
than those who had worked vdth him in the AAA, vrereJJHAR^ KRAliER and VICTOR 
PpiIG, _ Lith respect to CHARLES'KRAJfER, he had no information of value 'other 
than the fact that he, knew him and believed that he v/as part of the V/ITT, PRESSMAN, 
ABT group. He had met ^CTOR PER^G sometime in 1935 at I 920 Sunderland Street, N.'ff, 
where he, SCHACTNBR, shared a cooperative house vrith a number of indi''i.duals. He 
stated that the-individuals who lived at this house turned over rapidly. As a 
consequence-many times it was not possible to. intimately knovr his f^eilovr residents, 
VICTOR PERIG was one of these. He had come to 1920 Sunderland Avenue, .resided there 
a short time*and then disappeared. He did not kno'.v who had brought him and a^ that . 
time had had no reason to be interested in him. It was just a name to him. His 
cD.ose associate at this address, he stated, and the only individvial v/hom he kneri’ 
intimately vas SIGMUND TIMBERG, who is’ now an attorney vith the Antitrust Division 
of the Department of Justice,

On February 25 > 1949^ JAMES MARSHALL % a partner in the lavr firm of 
MARSHALL, BRATTER, SEIZGSON and KLEIN, 150 Broadway, was interviewed by Special 
Agent LAYiRENCE YT. SPILLANE. He stated that he is a Board Member, Board of Educa¬ 
tion, New York City, and that he formerly was. an advisor of a delegation cn 
UNESCO# He stated he met ALGER HISS dn^ecember, 1947, or in January, 194S, at 
a conference, which was called by theX Camegle Endornnent for Pearc e » which was 
held at Hotel Beekman, New York City. He stat^ he wasrin^'ted’^^this con-, 
ference inasmuch as part of the program v/as to consist of a discussion relative 
to UNESCO. He advised that only about twelve people were present at this con¬ 
ference and ALGER HESS, as President of the Endowment, vras acting in the capacity 
of host. He stated that HISS’ " activities at this-conference were such that he 
was unable to recall arything that HESS s^d- inasmuch as the other persons 
acti'yrely participated in a discussion on UfJESCO. 

IfiiRSHALL stated that the only other occasion on which he met ALCffiR HESS, 
was d\aring the winter, of 1948 v/hen he attended a dinner party at the home of 
LESTER.MARKEL, the Senior Editor of «THE NEYf YORK TIMES," and ALGER HESS vras 
present at this social'affair. He stated his contacts with ALGER HESS at this 
dinner party were veiy limited. , 

MARSHALL stated that during the 1930* s he traveled to V?ashington, D.C., 
quite- frequently and during this period he heard from ma^ sources that ALGER HISS 
was associated vdth the Communist Party, or, at least, \\as considered a fellow 
traveler. He stated that this was only gossip he- heard at social affairs and the 
only indi'iddual he could recall -nho may have some information relative to HISS**' 
associ^t^ns .vdth the Comn’inist Party may be ECROTHC^ETZER. He stated that 
GARDNM^CKSON, v/ho "was formerly employed by the Department of Agriculture, may 
be able to furnish some information relative to HISS* activities in Washington, 
D.C., in that JACKSON associated -with many people in Yfashington, D»C., and 
usually had an excellent knowledge of many indi-viduals employed by the Government. 

MARSHALL stated that he purchased a home in New Hope, Pennsylvania, in 
1938 but that he never lived in New Hope prior to that time, although*he had 
■visited there on. a number of occasions in an at-tempt to purchase a home. He 
stated he -svas unable to recall meeting or seeing HISS during the 1930* s and he 
had no* recollection of ever-seeing an indi-vidual resembling CHAMBERS. 
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Ihe following investigation was conducted by SA JOSEPH F.

'Bank, 17th .& H Sts., Washington', D.C., requesting references in each 
instance.

The’ Tfeshington Field Office advised that PAUi^^TODSON lived 
at 3416 »0”= Street N.TA V/ashington, D.C. in 1933 v/hen AIGER HISS 7 /as living 
at 3411 “O" Street N.VA The present whereabouts of HUDSON were unknown 
and the last- address of HUDSON'S mother was at 2 River Road, Fort Lee, 

New Jersey. The Nev/ark office advised that HUDSON’S mother no longer lived 
in Fort lee. New Jersey", and that MRS. i&THIIflE B/iRDIG, 206 West 52 nd 
Street, New York City would probably know the present address of PAUL HUDSON 
and his mother. - : 

lIRS. }?/vTHIIDE B/iRING advised that she is a Criend, of PAUL 
HUDSOji and his mother and that M'iS. HUDSON has been mentally ill for the 
^st year or so and- is 'nov; in "a horns for the aged-somav/here in upstate 
New York., the address of which she does not know. She, stated that she 
received a letter from PAUL HUDSON postmarked December 27, 1948, from 
TTashington, D.C. r.n 7 /hich HUDSON, a captain in the Army, advised that he 
was being transferred from Vfeshington, to Tokyo, Japani He gave tte 
following address and -requested that all communications be sent to him addressed 
as f 0II07/S:

MRS. Baring advised that in the above-mentioned letter HUDSON 
stated that he had recently been married and that his v.lfe v/ould not be 
able to join him in Tokyo for three or four months. MRS. B/.RIKG said that ' 
she has recently received two letters from the War Department addressed to 
PAUL HUDSON and that she has forwarded thorn to his overseas address. She 
advised that HUDSON’S previous address was 6220 Broad Street, Brookmount, 
Maryland. ‘ '' 

By teletype dated March-1, 1949,' Baltimore was requested to 
conduct investigation at Brookmaunt, iferyland, in an effort to determine if 
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HUDSON has left for overseas and if not to set out appropriate leads for 
HUDSON to be interviewed for any information in hispssession concerning 
■AIXjER HI'='S and ■TiHlTT/iKER CH/ilBEns -and to o:diibit photographs of each to 
him. 
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From a reyiev/ of the (31EG0RY Casey^aJ^ -was ascertained that 
HISS showed ah interest in the case of ROBERT jJMiElSS, 156 East 83rd 
Street, New York City, at the- time V/EISS was a'^empting to enter Duke University 
Medical School, and liTEESS had claimed that he was being discriminated against* 
V/EISS was located at the Presbyterian Medical Center, 630 West*l68th Street, 

New York City. He advised that his residence is 9 Duer Place, V/eehawken, 

New Jersey, and that he is a distant relative by marriage of ALGER'S wife, 
PRISCILLA, He stated that he was only sli^tly acquainted with the HISSES,- 
but that in the Spring of 1947, viiile attempting to entez* Jefferson College of 
Medicine, Philadelphia, he-had contacted ALGER HISS and requested; that he 
write a letter of recommendation for him. He added that he had never received 
a copy of this letter or any additional correspondence from him, tut he felt 
sure that this letter was on. file at the Jefferson School, He could offer no 
further background infoiraation concerning x;ho HISSES. On February 18,' 1949> 
Philadelphia was advised by teletype to contact the Jefferson School and obtain 
copies of any correspondence that mi^t have emanated from ALGER JESS. 


'On February 16, 1949, the Chicago Division advised that Mr, 
and ii'rs. 7/ILIIA^ P', EARLS had informed then that their daughter. Hiss MARILYN 
EARLS, 1*^ East 84th Street, Nev/ York City, had been a batprs^ter for Mr, and 
Mrs. HISS in Dashington, D. C. On March 1, 1949, liARILYraMRISwas contacted, 
and advised that while she 7/as living in Washington, dufinfe 1944 or 1945, she 
was not sure of the exact dates, she acted as a babysitter for the HISSES on 
four or five different occasions. At these times she made it a practice to do 
her homev/ork in the HISSESstudy, and to- the best of her recollection, she never 
saw any typewriter on the prejnises. She could offer no pertinent infoimation 
regarding this case.^ 


\ / y On February 14, 1949, New York requested New Haven to contact 
JOHN C^IOORE of’ New Caanan, Connecticut, when information was developed that 
he had'bben in contact with ALGER KISS. On February 15, 1949, New Haven-advised. 
New York that MOORS v/as presently in Nev/ York with offices at 2 V/est 20th Street, 
New York City. MOORE was, located at 215 East 37th Street,‘New Yor4c City, and 
gave the following information concerning the HISSES: 


, He said "Ihat he met PRISCILLA HOBSON in Paris sometime between 

1923 and 1927, v/hile he v^as attending school. Sometime during this period. 
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according to liOORE, and he stated that he was not sure of the exact date, 
PRISCILLA returned to America and obtained a divorce. 7?hen she next returned 
to Paris, she introduced ALGER KISS tc MOORE, and a very casual acquaintance 
was developed, Tfhen ?J00RE returned to America in 1927, he had no. further 
contact with the HISSES until sometime around 1942, and from that 'time until 
the present, he has been with them at several social gatherings. He went on 
to say that he has never received any typewritten- correspondence from HISS, 
nor has ho ever discussed nGY^s of a political nature with him« Aside from " 
saying that ’le found it rather ^fficult to V'^llsve tiie accusations- that 
have been made against HISS, HOORE could offer no further information regarding 
this case. 


By teletype dated Febnxary 2,- 1949, Boston requested that 
Mrs, EDITH BOND STEARNS of 5 West 8th Street, New York City, be contacted 
for information concerning the show, «SHS STOC'PS TO CONQUER", that played 
at STEARNS FAPM, Peterboro, New Hampshire in 1937, Mrs. STEARf'B advised 
that she was the owner of the STEARNS FARM at Peterboro, New Hampshire, and 
that in 1937, she did put on the play, "SHE STOOPS TO-CONQUER". She was not 
sure of the exact date of ^he particular run; hoviever, she said that the 
"Peterboro Transcript" has carried an ad of everj'' play .ever produced by her 
group, and that if she could have a photograph of th'e ads running during the 
pertinent period, she would testify as that being the correct date, 

Mrs. STLARi’S added that she Yvas familiar with most of the 
regular theater-goers at Peterboro; hov/ever, the names and pictures of , 
ffiAILSERS and HESS wore not familiar’ to her. She said that there was a 
possibility that she mi^t have a record of the persons who attended the shows 
during .the period of 1937. She said 'that for three years, around this time, 
she had endeavored to compile a mailing list, and to do this she requested the 
Guests to sign a register as they entered the theatep. She said that she 
was not sure whether this system v/as in effect during 1937, but there was an 
"outside diance" that it was, .Three of these registers she said v/er,e in her 
home at Peterboro, and that if Agents of the Boston Office would contact 
RICHARD NOYES, Middlehancock Road, Peterboro, she v/ould give them oermission 
to enter her home. She said that she would call NOYES that evening, and advise 
him of the situation, and accordin^y, Boston v/as advised on March 1, 1949, 
of the above, and requested to secure any of the available registers. 
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Mrs, .STEARMS advised that she -would gladly cooperate in any jiiase in vvhich 
she -would be helpful, and stated that she could be reached at 5, West 8th 
Street, Nev* York Ci-by, Telephone Gramercy 3-5886. 
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Ihe following investigation was conductod^by SA JOSEPH P. 

McCORRY: 

Ch February 23, 1949, Vr. B”RNAJ^<Ja^.FE contacted the writer 
at this office, and advised that he had beerrretained by.Mrs. ANNE lERRY 
ViHITE, and that he vrould like to have a talk with the writer. An 
appointment v;as made for February 24, 1949. 

Mrs, '’JHI!® had been previously interviewed by SA‘s McCORRY and 
JCHIISCN, but had refused to ansvrer questions until she engaged a counsel. 

“Ihis was rioted in an eaiSlier report. 

Cn Pbbruary 24, 1949 the v/rlter intervievrod Attorney BERNARD 
JAFFE at his office at 52Broad;vay, New York City. JA^'^’PE advised that his 
client, Th*s, ANNE told him that FBI Agents had spoken to her 

about HISS and CHAMBERS. JA^PE stated that his client v;as still very 
upset due to the sudden death of her husband, but vjould cooperate. He 
asked what information v/as desired from Mrs. ’VHllE. Ihovrritor tolcl JAFFE 
that Mrs. ’’iHITE had already denied kno\ving or ever meeting CHAMBSRS^ The 
only remaining information desired vras ttie location of their summer home, 
vdiich they rented in 1937 in New Hampshire. JAFFE said that he would 
assist Ilrs, ’•JJHITE in recalling the location of that simmer place, by means 
of searching old check stubs, oapers, etc., and that he v/ould contact 
the Trnritor at this office on Fbbruary 28 or March 1, 1949. 

On March 2, 1949, the v/rit-or contacted JAFFEE telephonically, after 
receiving word that JAFFKS had called the day before® At this time JAFFEE 
stated that he had had a conference with his client, and that her memory 
v/as refreshed. She told him that to the best of her recollection she and 
her husband spent the summer of 1937 at a rented cottage called ‘'IJarginal 
Acres" at Hancock, Nev/ Hampshire, Y/hen asked as to who ov/ned this cottage 
at the time, l-iR, JAFFEE advised it was ov/ned "by a former government 
employee nant^t^ fCm^rie» The v/riter then asked if Currie’s first' name v/as 
lauohlin and JAFFEE stated that it v/as. 

After supplying the above information, JAFFEE remarked that he 
hoped there v/as no further reason for contacting MRS, TiHUE, as she was 
still in a very upset condition. ' 

The v/riter advised JAFFEE that for the present, at least, this 
office does not intend to contact MRS, ’’/HITE again.

The folloT/ing investigation was conducted by Social Agents 
JOHN J. DANAHY and FRANCIS J. GALLANT on February 19, 1949: 

The Reverend DONALD HARRINGTON, a member of the Sxecutive^ 
Committee of the Unitarian Service Committee, was interviewed at his office, 

40 East 35th Street, Nev/ Yorfc City. It will be recalled that _NOEL FIELD, 
who has figxired prominently in this investigation, was employed as Director 
of the European Division of the Unitarian Service Committee, and Doctor 
HARRINGTON was inter*viewed for any knov/ledge which he mi^t have concerning 
NOEL FIELD. Doctor EARiaNGTON advised that he was not personally acquainted 
with NOEL FIELD and ytas even unaware of hov/ the latter had obtained his 
position with the Unitarian Service Committee, although he stated that he 
suspected that FIEID mi^t have been brou^it into the Committee through 
STBPHliN ^[^fe^CK'AN, former editor of %Yie "CHRISTIAN REGISTER" and director 
of the Unitaria^n Youth Division. Doctor HARRINGTON stated that he based this 
belief on the fact that he kne?^ FIELD to be of pro-Canmunist leanings, and 
suspected that FRITCKBilAN had attempted to bring several Communists or pro- 
Comrunists into the Unitarian Service Committee. 

Doctor HARRINGTON explained, however, that this was pure 
speculation on his part, and he had ho first hand knowledge that this v/as so. 
7fith reference to FIELD'S activities, HAiUHNGTON stated that he had no 
knowledge of FIELD'S activities prior to his employment by the Unitarian Service 
' 'Cemmittee, but that subsequent thereto, he received reports from returning 
members of the Committee, that FIELD had adopted a decided pro—Russian attitude 
in the administration of his duties in Europe. He stated that he could not 
recall the exact identity of the members of the Committee who had made these 
reports to him, but that they were so frequent and numerous that he felt 
bound to take such action in this matter.. He stated that it v/as his recollectic 
that these members of the Committee, who had informedf^him of FIELD'S pro- 
Russian attitude, had derived tibieir information fromfiJhited i&batos State 
Department employees in France, v/here FIELD'S headquarters were situated. 

Doctor HARRINGTON stated that as a result of these ^e'oorts, he notified RAY^!0ND 
BRAGG of the Central Office of tlie Unitarian Service' Committee at Boston, 
Massadiusetts, -of the allegations vhich he had re'.cSived. He stated that there¬ 
after, it was his understanding that ^BRAGG undertook an investigation of FIELD'f 
activities and as a result thereoj^caused FIELD'S dismissal from the Unitarian 
Service Committee*. 
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With reference to aLGER HISS, TrHimKERCUlffiBHS, JjARQLD .WARE, 
and other important figures involved in this investigation. Doctor HARRINGTON 
stated that he had no knov/ledge of these persons, and had never heard of them 
until the recent newspaper publicity. He stated .that he had no information 
vdiatsoever of any espionage activities on the part of any individuals, and 
in particular, knew nothing of MQE X FIEL DIS*activities prior to the latter's 
employment v/ith the Unitarian Service Committee, With reference to RAYJiOND 
BRAGG, the Boston Field Office has recently interviewed IJir* BRAGG and reported 
upon his knowledge of NOEL FIELD," 

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agents 
JOHN J. DANAHY and FRiVNCIS J. GALLANT on February 21, 1949; 

Mr. ^^3ER BA LDHN, Director of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, 170 5th Avenue, was interviewed, at his office, Mr, BiALFTEN, as Director 
of this organization, is kiown to have associated with a number of Communists 
and pro-Communi'sts during the 1930's, and v/as interviewed in order to detain 
any knov/ledge which he might have concerning persons involved in instant 
investigation. Hr, BALFiMN advised with reference to ALGEE HISS, that he 
had no knov/ledge of HISS other' than that which he^ had gained from recent 
publicity, with the exception that in 1941 or 194*2, the name of ALGER HISS 
which at that time was unknown to him, was proposed to him as a prcsninent 
public figure,, who mi^t be eligible for membership in one of the Civil 
Liberties Ccmmittees with which he v/as associated, Mr, BALUTIN stated that 
it was his practice at that time to sutait the names of persons with vhom. 
he was not acquainted, to FREDERICK '.YOLTIIAN, the prcsninent "Scripps-Howard” 
anti-Communist nev/spaper writer, for clearance by YfOLTJ^Al'I prior to appointment 
of these individuals to any committee. He stated that at this time, which 
to the best of his knov/ledge v/as in 1941 or 1942, ‘‘iVOLTi'AN had reported to him 
that ALGER HESS v/as reputed to be a member of a pro-Soviet bloc in the State 
Department, and as a result of this knov/ledge, he dropped any consideration 
of appointing HESS to any committee. He stated that "ne had no personal knov/ledgf 
of HISS, othe? than that stated above, and had not heard his name mentioned 
again until the current investigation, 

, V/’ith reference to A7HITyAKEH(I!Ak:BERS, BALD7/IN stated that he had 
never heard of CHMBERS and had absolutely no knowledge of him until the current 
investigation, andUs present knov/ledge of CHA},1BERS is limited to that which 
he has gained from reading current nev/spaper accounts of this case. 
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With reference to HENRY HILL COLLINS, JR., BALUHN stated 
that he had knovm COLLINS for many years, because of Uiexr conunon in-oorest 
in ornithology. He stated that COLLINS is considered one of the country's 
outstanding exports in this field, arid he had on frequent occasions in the 
past, associated vjith COLLINS solely for the purposes of research in 
ornithology; He stated that these activities ytere confined to long walks 
in search of nev/ fields of ornithology and prolonged bird watching. He stated 
that strangely enough, he had never dispussed politics 7.'ith COLLINS and had no 
first hand knowledge of the latter's political sympathies, but ttiat after the 
latter married SUSAN B-^^rNTHONY, III,%hom he considered a very prominent 
and outspoken Communist,^he ■thereafter suspected that COLLINS' political 
ideologies must have been Communistic or at least Communistically inclined. 

He stated that he had no .knowledge vhatsoever of any Espionage activities 
on the part of HE-JRY HILL COLLINS, JR. 

iVith reference to JOHN ABT, BALF/IEN stated that he first became 
acquainted y;ith AB? approximately tv/enty years ago when the latter was engaged 
in the practice of law in Qiicagq, on behalf of several labor unions. He there¬ 
after had occasion to converse with ABT in several instances and maintained 
this acquaintance with ABT when -the latter moved to Washington and v/as employed 
by the National Labor Relations Board. He stated that after AST'S association 
with the National Labor Relations Board, the latter's obvious associations and 
leanings became apparent to him. He decided at that time that .ABT v/as definite!; 
a pro-Communist; however, he stated "liiat he had no knov/ledge of ABT/'S member¬ 
ship in the Party and had no knowledge of any espionage or underground activitie; 
by ABT. 


Yfith reference to DONALD HISS.- BALD7/IN stated that he has met 
DONALD HISS on approximately two or three occasions since the latter's ej'.ploy- 
ment in the lav/ office ACHP.qoii-at.jgra^lngton.’' ^b. C{ BALK’/IN states 

that this law firm handles matters for -the Civil Liberties Union at Washington, 
and while DONALD HISS does not directly "'handle these matters, he has participate- 
in several, conferences pertaining to matters of interest to the Civil Liberties 
Union and B-ALEP/IN has met him casually on these occasions. He stated that he 
has no knov/ledge of the political ideologies of DONALD HISS, and has. no knov/ledg 
of■ "Uie lattor's participation in any Communist espionage or underground'activiti 

vath reference to LEE PRSSSikN. B ALDVn.N stated that he was not 
personally acquainted v/ith PRESSlCAN, but he knew of him, by reputation as 
obviously a Communist or at least a strong Communist sympathizer. He stated 
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that he. had no knowledge of any involvement by PRESSMAN in any Communist 
espionage or underground activities. 

In conclusion, was queried as to his knowledge of 

any of the individuals mention^ xn connection v/ith this investigation. 

BALDVJIN stated that he had no knowledge of any of these indiyiduals other 
than those stated above- and that in general he had no knov/ledge whatsoever 
of any Coimirunist espionage activities on the part of any individuals in the 
United States, He stated that during the past ten or more years, he has 
become firmly convinced that such a Communist .espionage ring docs exist, * • 

because of his knowledge of Communists and their extreme devotion to the 
causes of the Party and the Soviet Union. Hov/over, he states that despite 
this certain feeling on his, part, that such Communist espionage activity 
existed, he had no first hand knowledge of such activity existing. BALU-’/IN 
was questioned concerning his association v;ith numerous organi^iations vhich 
have been subsequently declared to be subversive groups by the Attorney 
General. BALD’.’JIN stated that he was ’.veil aware, of the. Communist infiltration 
of these groups, and that in many- instances was able to recognise the 
Communists who v/ere endeavoring to seise control of these organisations. 

However, he stated that the ma;jor portion, if not all of these 
organisations, were originally founded by sincere individuals without Communist 
leanings, v^io >vere endeavoring to accomplish worthwhile objectives which would 
provide a. better democracy and a better life for the citisens of the United Statt 
Subsequently, because these organisations appealed to masses of ■tiiS. underprivi¬ 
leged, the Communists v/ould endeavor to seise a.nd control positions of pov;er 
in these organisations. BALDTfIN stated.that in-many instances, he- remained;*-- 
in such organisations even after he realised that they had been taken over by 
the Communists, because he still believed in the fundamental tenets and ideals 
of the organisation and. became active in them in' order to combat the Communist 
domination and influence. He stated that in many of these organisations, after 
Comnranists had seised control of them, finances and funds of these organisations 
would be greatly concealed and obviously used for devious means and purposes. 

He stated.that in numerous instances, the exact organizations 
be cannot reca3.1, he publicly called for auditing of the organisations' accounts 
by an unbiased Public Accountant, but the Communists avoided ihese proposals 
and-because of their domination, succeeded in overruling him. He stated that 
with his knowledge of the current disclosures of Communist 'espionage and under¬ 
ground activities, he. is novj of a strong opinion that much of the money right¬ 
fully belonging to these organisations,Was deviated from their true purposes. 
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and used for underground activities, althou^ he has no knov/ledge of this 
or means of proving it, J,ir. BALiy'<IN ivas unable to furnish any further 
infoimation of value or. pertinent to this investigation.

Cn .^bruary 21, 1949 the v/riter and SA THOMAS LYNCH interviewed 
Mrs.’ BARBAR ^HEtyTOQD at her home at Audubon Park, Ossining, Now York. 


She advised that her husband is tra’.'olling in South America, 
in connection with his imoorting-exporting business and does not know 
Yjhen he ’.vill return to the United States. HoJis a partner in »C. I. I.C. >' 
at 37 East 68th Street, These letters are the initials of a Spanish 
name,’ which is the title of the firm. Mr. SHERY/OOD'S partners-are ISr, 
SPITZMAN-JOHDAN, and }{r. PH3XLIP LIGHTENESRG. 

'■/hilo ap-^earing to bo cooperative, Jfrs. SflERWOOD persistantly 
used the phrase "I don't know", to questions v/hich she obviously could 
have answered positively. She claimed she did not know if her husband 
is, or ever was a Communist Party memborj vAiother or not ho is- in 
sympathy vriLth the Communist causoj whether or not ho fou^t vri.th or vfas 
connected with the Spanish Loyalists. She stated that she does not 
know the identity of her husband's business or sooial contacts, except 
that she was introduced to Mr, PREp^IELD at her husband's office one 
day about eighteen months ago. She professed to tie ignorant of }.!r. 
FIELD'S connection w'ith the Communist Party. 

l/?hon qicstioncd abou,t tv/o checks drawn in favor of SHBIpyOOD 
by IRED FIELD on July 2, 1946 for *1000 and on March 12, 1947 for “^000, 
Mrs. SHER^YOOD said she knew nothing about them, and could therefore 
offer no explanation. 

She attributed her unusual lack of knovaedgo as to her 
husband's activities to the fact that theirs is "a strange marria^" and 
that neither confides in the other. 

She stated that sometime in 1946 or 1947, before her husband ' 
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loft tho government service, and v/hilc he vras employed by the P.E. A, 
in Rio do Janeiro,-Ho was questioned as to his loyalty by lir. BERNARD 
BARUCH, who claimed to be asking tho questions on behalf of tho FBI 
who wore conducting a loyalty investigation, l{rs. SHERl’fOOD ^iho vras in. 

Rio vriLth her husband at the time, vras also questioned. 

As to herself, ?»Irs. Si^VfOGD supplied tho following information; 

She IS not and.'never has been a Communist Party memberi V/hen 
asKed if she was in sympathy vrith the Communist Party objectives, she • 
ansivered that she "was of a vo^. tolerant .nature", and vrould not elaborate 
on this. She .stated flatly that she,has never .in any vray engaged in any 
espiona^ activity and has no kriowlcdge that vrould indicate her husband 
may ever have been so engaged',' She stated that she is a second cousin to 
Senior ffiO’UiS of Utah, who is' a first cousin of her father'si She, married 
3n^^HER’>'OOD on November -15, 1933, after having met him on a Yfeshington 
Street corner, about a year previously, 

Ihrou^out the interview;, there was, a-t no time any evidence 
that. ^“rs. SH.ERV/OCD is contemplating a divorce or separation from husband, 
although' this vras indicated by ,M?s. CLYDE BENNICN, lirs. SHERVfOOD'S mother, 
in a telephone conversation vrith tho ’Tashington Fiold Office on June 22.

IHCXIAS M. SULLIVAN, Assistant Director of Field-and Installation 
Engineering, Ranger'Aircraft, Parraingdale, NevrYorlc, was interviewed 
on February ..24,. 1949 by SA C.M.' CURRY, ' SULLIVAN advised that he was 
Gmployod at Glenn L. Martin, Baltimore, Maryland from November, 1939 
to June, 1941 in the Engineering Itepartmdnt engaged in-work-on the B-2b 
bomber.

By letter dated Febru ry 7, 1949, there were forr/arded to the 
FBI Laboratory forty-five typewritten documents and it was requested that 
these documents be compared with the knov/n and questioned specimens on 
file. For the purposes' of this report, these documents will bo knoym as 
‘K-444 through K-488. The FBI l^aboratory reported on February 10, 19.49, that 
it had concluded the machines which 'were used to type .K-444 through K-488

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Cm February 24, 1949 JOOM E. LCCICyOOD, Attorney, was 
intervievrad at his office, 63 '’/all Street, Hew York City, by Special 
Agent' (A) JA^^^S T. NEAC2.E, in an attempt to obtain any typevnritten 
corresDondence he might have in his possession which emanated from AL®R 
HISS. 

In this connection, LOOIT'/OOD stated that only a remote 
possibility exists that he may have some correspondence from HISS relative 
to HISS’ appointment as Secretary to Justice HC<L?.ES. Since ilr, LOCKl’/OOD 
was preparing tolaave the country for a few weeks, he promised to have 
his clerks search for such correspondence during his absence. Consequently, 
Hr. LOCICTOO) will be recontacted early in March regarding this matter. 

LOCiC'/OCD advised that he became acquainted vdth ALGSR HISS at 
Harvard Lav/ School, where both, sefved on the Harvard Lav/ Revievy. As a 
result of this acquaintance LOCK/YOOD recommended HISS to succeed him as 
Justice.HCT j®S’ private secretary. L0CK’'-rO0D explained that his reason 
for doing this v/as to. provide Justice HCL’SS with a soft spoken,, quiet, 
understanding type of man, duo to the fact that l£rs. HOLliES had died and 
the Justice v/as quite, broken up. 

As to politics, LOCK''’OQD stated that during the time he 
attended Harvard he could recall no discussions of unpatriotic 
ideologies, but that HISS v/as deemed more ’’progressive and liberal” than 
he himself v/as. He also advised that during the time he v/as employed by 
the State Department in the Division of Pan American Affairs, he and HISS 
had conflicting viov/s, in that HISS v/as a ”Cne ’.Vorldcr”, while he, 

LCCIf'/OOD, v/ished to preserve the Pan American Union. He recalled that 
HISS’ viciTpoint in this matter v/as defeated at the' Sain Francisco Conference. 

During the time LOCK'.'/OOD was in Washington, ho stated ho and his 
v/ifo visited the HISSES on several occasions at their Volta Place homo. 

He stated ho did not recall having scon any typewritter in the HISS’ home. 

Ihc discussions at these visits centered around music and . 
crivi.nl conversational topics and according to LOCKWOC®, politics was 
never mentioned.
